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IS THERE A MONEY TRUST? 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 






N economics our arguments often go astray because of the in- 
,4)\ adequacy of definitions. We are not able to define with any 
degree of certainty at this time the word ‘‘trust.’’ We were 
in the habit of denominating that a trust which was a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade. But since the Supreme Court has injected 
the word ‘‘unreasonable’’ into the consideration we must look farther 
for a definition. Within the meaning of the Sherman law, as construed, 
there may be a reasonable restraint of trade that is right and proper, 
and therefore not a ‘‘trust’’ subject to the penal clause. Perhaps, if 
we say that any combination of capital, or of men, to control product | 
and price is a ‘‘trust’’ we shall come as near a definition as is possible 
under the circumstances. 

It is necessary thus to attempt a definition in the beginning for we 
are told that a money trust is one of the phantoms of the imagination of 
the uninformed; and in the same breath that it is one of the most power- 
ful combinations on the face of the earth inimical to the poor man, and 
to the man who would finance enterprises at his own will. If the money 
trust is indeed a bogy, which the politicians are wont to conjure with, 
the people of the country ought to «now it. Untold harm comes from 
fearing that which does not exist. Untold harm comes from attempting 
to control that which in its nature is without legislative control. And 
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the essential nature of the so-called trust must be understood, if good 
is to follow its analysis in relation to the public welfare. 

As to the permanent control of either price or product, it is well to 
have a clear understanding. If there is a vast law of supply and demand 
which under our present mode of rapid transportation extends over the 
wide earth then it cannot in the very nature of things be harnessed and 
controlled by man-made laws. The control lies deeper. It is contained 
in race epoch and surroundings. The continents and climates of the earth 
control production, together with the migrations of men, and the ability 
of races. It has always been so, since the first civilizations grew in the 
valleys of the Nile and the Euphrates, and it is so téday in the valley 
of the Mississippi. For it is this southward rolling stream, between two 
great watersheds, in an alluvial valley, which gives rise to a homogeneous 
people with one law, one literature and one language. 


Credit Power the Commercial Strength of the Country 

The commercial strength of the people of the United States lies in the 
eredit power which is inherent in the Mississippi valley rather than in 
the laws made at Washington. So it is that transportation depends first 
on waterways and coast lines. The Phoenicians, the ‘peddlers’ of the 
ancient world, as they have been called, spread the glory that was Greece 
along the shores of the Mediterranean. In our time the vast network 
of railroads, possible through and in a vast and fertile valley, make pos- 
sible our domestic trade; and our seacoast places us in communication 
with the world in either direction. 

Here again the natural laws of our growth forbid the idea that the 
government shall do more than interfere if it thwarts these great under- 
lying natural laws. That it does do this in the protective tariff, we be- 
lieve, but that may be left to political and not economic discussion. It 
is impossible in the light of these facts of permanent control that supply 
and demand shall have but temporary relation to the directive power of 
legislation. The product cannot be controlled. The very seasons and the 


nature of the food supply forbid it. And fundamental to everything 
is agriculture and consumption. 


Price Follows Laws of Production 

Production follows the lines laid down by the One Power that rules 
all, and peoples are bound thereby, and no set of financiers for more than 
a very short period of time can influence even, let alone control, this con- 
dition. If we take a nearer view, we know that it is impossible for a 
trust in the necessaries to proceed over the time of a maturing crop. And 
since manufacture is wholly dependent on the food supply then it too is 
amenable to the incidents of control that lie in the nature of things. 

If product cannot be controlled, neither can price. Supply and de- 
mand make price. It is the use of the article that gives to it value. Gold 
in limitless quantities in the middle of a desert would be of no value to 
tribes of nomads that could not get out of that desert. Water has no 
value until there is a drouth and a famine. The very tastes and desires 
of people in a high state of civilization add an element to price. And 
price itself varies according to the exchangeable value of things. 
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There are so many elements that enter into price that we need only 
look at some of the larger ones. Take the matter of freight rates, and 
say if you will that the railroad presidents of half a dozen systems can 
make, in so far as transportation applies, this element of price. But there 
is competition in kinds of things as well as in the quantities of things 
themselves. It is not alone that one maker can lay down the article cheaper 
than another. But it is the discovery of the raw materials and their 
proximity to use, it is the susceptibility of different natural elements to 
serve the need of the time, it is the inventive genius of man ever work- 
ing to make something better and cheaper, that control the price, in- 
dependent of the article itself, and of the power of the transportation 
companies to make it serviceable to man. These are fundamental con- 
siderations to the study of any form of so-called trust. And we may now 
apply them to the question of money. 


Control of the Money of the Country 


Money is that which will exchange for all other exchangeable quan- 
tities. This definition, while to some extent inadequate will serve our 
purpose here. Money may be either credit or coin. In the case of the 
latter, it will be that which is most serviceable to the peoples of the earth. 
As we have but just pointed out trade is international. The last balances 
are paid as a matter of fact in most instances by the shipment of gold 
bars. Gold is the standard of value, because it is the one metal which 
appears in such quantities as best preserves an equable relation to all 
other exchangeable products, and hence may be made a denominator of 
value while at the same time having that intrinsic value which renders it 
susceptible for holding. There is the inevitable time equation in every 
trade. Something into which all other things may merge temporarily for 
exchange, having yet an intrinsic value of use in the arts, is the best 
money. The nations of the earth have adopted gold. The United States 
is pledged to preserve the gold standard. 


Where Trust Control Falls Short 


Gold is the ultimate and the only money with which we have to deal, 
all other forms are substitutes therefor. And because there is so little 
of this metal for coinage, and because in proportion as substitutes are 
available does it become a denominator rather than a measure of value, 
gold is but a very small portion of the money of the world. Credit is 
immeasurably its superior in use in the marts and will ever be. And be- 
cause credit springs into being when and where the needs of trade demand 
it, credit being named in terms of gold, the better credit system we have, 
the less gold we need, and there can be no permanent control of that 
which out of the very circumstances of the case is interchangeable, namely 
gold and credit. In fact as we shall show credit is the money of every 
trading nation, and gold is a mere incident beside it. 

So that those who might seem to control the gold of the world have 
not by that means a control of business. And as will appear as we pro- 
ceed, there is a vast amount of credit money which is not based on gold 
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at all, and is never and can never be converted into gold, and that this 
credit does a major part of the business of the country. To use a defini- 
tion which will perhaps be understood because of its brevity, this form 
of credit is based on confidence. But let us consider the money of the 
United States. There are several forms of credit money which are based 
on gold nominally at least. But first as to the gold itself. Where is it? 
We believe, but this is a personal opinion, that the amount of gold in the 
country is greatly exaggerated. Certain it is that no matter what may 
have been coined, even admitting that there be from a billion and a half 
to two billions, no matter what may be stored on which certificates are 
issued, the banks and the government itself have no such sum in their 
hands. What is in the pockets and chests of the people is a quantity 
which no economist can measure. 


Some of the Saving Elements Noted 

Whatever is there is not in the control of any set of men and forms 
no part of the concentrated, socalled money-power. The government holds 
some one hundred and fifty millions to preserve the parity. The banks 
hold a quantity which may be said to be from six hundred millions to 
a billion and requires a careful analysis to determine. This is not in a 
few banking institutions, but in all of them. This much will be admitted 
in the light of an attempt to create a national gold reserve in a huge 
central reserve association. The actual money then known as gold, the 
money, as we are wont to say, of ultimate redemption, is not in the hands 
of a few men nor of a few banks. Take the statement of the smallest 
bank on the prairies of the Northwest and it will show that it has some 
gold, and this gold is in its own safe and is not so counted after it is 
deposited with its correspondent. There is no money trust in the gold 
holdings of the country, this we need not longer consider. 

We turn now to the immediate representatives of gold. There are some 
three hundred and forty odd millions of treasury notes, and these are 
seattered through the pockets of the people and through the safes of the 
twenty-five thousand banks of the country. Look at the statements of 
your own home bank and see if this is not true. Then there are some 
seven hundred millions of national bank notes. But these are out in cir- 
culation or they are not in existence, and these too are seattered in the 
pockets of the people and in the returns of the banks of the country. More 
than this, this form of credit money springs into being on the basis of 
national bonds and at the behests of trade or commerce. 


The Part Played by Our Credit 


There is no power in the bank note until it goes into circulation, and 
then it is the purpose and to the best interests of the individual national 
bank to keep it in cireulation and as far away from home as possible. 
There is no such thing as power in that which is unexpressed. There is 
no such thing as concentration in that which naturally diffuses itself 
over and through the eurrents of exchange. There remains the matter of 
some hundreds of millions of silver coinage and silver certificates, which, 
while they are part fiat, are maintained at parity, and cireulate as such 
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under the present policy of the government. There was a time when the 
government would pay the expressage on this manner of money to get 
it into circulation, but the withdrawal of that would indicate either that 
it is not wanted in the channels of trade or that there is such an increased 
demand that banks will pay for the transportation. In either case it can- 
not be that the banks are hoarding any quantities of silver. It is reason- 
able to believe that the government finds it a burden. And therefore 
silver enters not into that which might be a component part of a so- 
called money trust. 


Money Most Useful When Circulating 

In fact money, using the term broadly, is most useful when in cir- 
culation. And although there is a law which requires the banks to keep 
a certain reserve fund of actual coin and currency, this is a demand in 
the interest of the people who are depositors, and cannot be said to be 
one of the agencies of a trust. Or admitting what is true that this is the 
stumbling block in a panic, and the forcing of the banks to keep a re- 
serve, the very means of their own undoing in such a time, there is still 
none of the trust condition, which is a voluntary control of the money 
supply in the interest of the banks as a whole or in the interests of a 
few dominating banks or a few big bank presidents, as you will. 

Three billions and a half of money in the hands of the people and in 
the banks! And that portion in the banks at the immediate disposal of 
the people. When in the hands of the people in constant circulation per- 
forming all the functions of buying and selling. When in the banks a 
basis for a credit which is the creature of commerce. How then ean there 
be that concentration of power which is necessary to constitute a trust 
within the general meaning of the term? We may then dismiss the money 
supply and turn to credit. 


The Control of Credit as Money 


We must again have recourse to definitions. Credit is confidence. It 
is that belief in the ability and inclination of another to pay in a eertain 
kind at a given time. It depends upon commerce which as we have shown 
depends upon race epoch and environment. And yet it is the greatest 
agency of commerce known to civilized man. All nations that have eul- 
ture use credit as their greatest circulating medium. But credit being 
in the nature of a balance in process of settlement is entirely within the 
control of that commerce in so far as its concentration is concerned into 
the hands of a few. The banks are the greatest exponents of credit. But 
as we shall show later on they are so in the service of trade. And trade is 
confined to no one nation, to no one section, to no one industry, to no one 
class, to no one individual. Credit is of far more importance to a people 
than money. And in proportion as the agencies of credit are free is there 
a minimum of the use of money. Just as there is a free coinage of gold 
at the behest of the man who finds it, so there is a creation of credit to 
the need of those who must and ean use it. 

In the very nature of credit there is no possibility of its being con- 
trolled against the natural demands of trade. And in its last analysis 
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when it becomes capital, when it represents the stored up labor of man- 
kind, it is of use only to supply the demands of trade. Taken in its 
reality credit is money, it is capital, it is the inalienable right of every 
man and corporation according to ability and need. There can be no 
such thing as a cornering of this inherent power in man to borrow. And 
it is not money that is loaned when great blocks of representatives of 
eredit are issued, it is simply the multiplication of credit. 


Part Which Public Confidence Plays 


Confidence is not alone in ability, nor in inclination, it is in the condi- 
tions of civilization and in the general momentum of trade. If there are 
no clouds in the financial sky there is an issue of credit commensurate 
to need. Let us look at the way credit forms and masses. The basis is 
in human love. There is need, because of the inequalities of the dis- 
tribution of labor and the returns of labor. This inequality creates a 
constant need. And eredit will issue as long as time is an element of pro- 
duction. To supply this need there is another element, it is sympathy. 
Given these two and credit is born to take its course over the earth like 
the orient light. Let us examine one single transaction between individ- 
uals. 


Why a Man Has Need for Money 


A man has need for money, money being a temporary expedient by 
which he gains his desire, or accomplishes his work. The individual, for 
any of the many reasons which prevail in human intercourse, has no 
stored up labor, no capital, no money, with which to procure necessaries, 
or to engage in commerce. Another more favored by fortune, we will 
say by way of illustration, that he has this stored up labor, this capital, 
this money, and he supplies it at the request of another on his promise 
to return, to pay. He has a right of action to secure the return, the other 
man has a duty to pay back. Now if there were nothing but need there 
would be no certain fulfillment of the wish of the man who is without 
capital or money. He would be wholly without means, and yet he is never 
without means, for the other is moved to loan him on his promise to pay. 


Where the Use of Credit Appears 

This is the first and essential element of the issue of credit. It is in 
the heart of man to help his brother. He may to some extent demand 
a payment for the service which he thus renders, but he is forever pre- 
cluded from demanding more than the current returns or profits of trade or 
there would-be no demand. Having the disposition to lend and being 
controlled in his charges by the rates of profit of general business, hav- 
ing no use for idle capital he must needs supply the demand at a reason- 
able rate according to the exigencies of occasion or his capital becomes 
as dust in his hands. It has no life, it earns nothing, it rusts, and in 
the nature of things it dissipates. 

So that there is an impulse to supply the demands of the borrower 
that is irresistible, there is a sympathetic spirit behind and in every loan 
that is in the body of that divine uplift which is ever at work in the 
world. Given these fundamental elements, and there is an issue accord- 
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ing to the demand and according to the ability. So that credit, not 
being in existence until there is a reason for its existence founded in 
the nature of exchange, cannot be controlled against the conditions of 
commerce, save for a temporary point of time. The issue of credit then 
is not in the nature of that which can be controlled. Nor is it based 
either on the possession of a large amount of idle capital without a 
relation to trade, any more than it is bounded by property with which 
to secure it. The lender and the borrower come together when there is 
an overplus that cannot be exchanged in kind. They are mutually bound 
to serve each other, and they are never wholly independent of each other. 


Credit Is Dependent Upon Confidence 

If these fundamentals are true, then there can be no agencies of credit 
which can control credit independent of faith in man and sympathy for 
man, and that honesty of intention in man which promises to pay back. 
Credit is then an intangible thing. It is not only confidence, but it is 
ambition made concrete. It is mortgaged energy, and this cannot be con- 
trolled against the wishes of those who borrow. 

Now the bank deals in credit more than it does in money. The small 
bank organizes the credit of its community, that credit which grows out 
of the relations of men in their daily endeavors to which we have just 
alluded. It may not always be clear just how this is done. The deposits 
which are first made in the bank are the unused balances of individuals. 
Soon they come to be of the nature of credit because they are made by 
the instruments of credit. The check of one bank is deposited in an- 
other, the check of one individual becomes the book credit of another. 
The draft passes from state to state and city to city on its errand of fur- 
thering payment, and becomes a deposit. The borrower does not actually 
draw his money but deposits his credit. On this he writes checks which 
again come to the bank. In the intricacies of trade this system causes 
the original unused balances of perhaps a billion and a half to two bil- 
lions of actual dollars to grow to from fourteen to twenty billions of de- 
posits. 
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Credit Seldom Reduced to Money 

The growth is by a system of credits which while they are named in 
denominations of money are the capital of the people, expressed and un- 
expressed, in the uses and property of the commerce of the land. This 
credit is never reduced to money. It appears and disappears at the de- 
mands of the traders, and cancels itself and disappears once its work is 
done. The chief function of the bank is that of a clearinghouse for the 
exchange of checks and drafts and the clearings of the great cities show 
to what enormous volume this credit appears and disappears. The bank 
is servant. It cannot control the issue, save in a small part, the part of 
making good loans. The balance which is by far the larger part. is but 
a use of credits according to the demands of trade. 

Now if it were possible to control the action of all the banks of the 
country in the matter of making loans, then there would be room for an 
inquiry into a so-called money trust. But this is impossible. The bank- 
ing system of the United States is free and independent. This is to say 
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that the small bank springs into being when and where it will and in pro- 
portion to its service grows, and in proportion to its growth organizes 
this intangible credit of the individuals of the community which as we 
have pointed out constitutes the fourteen billions of deposits. More than 
this, one bank deposits with another for the purposes of interest and ex- 
change. But it is wholly voluntary as to the choice of a correspondent, 
and it is governed as to place and direction by the currents of trade. 





Bank Must Serve Its Customers 
There is no reason to apprehend that this will ever be different. The 
very being of the bank depends on service. It must supply the wants of 
its customers or go out of business. It cannot supply these wants except 
it facilitate commerce and the exchange of goods. It will best facilitate 
this exchange by following the routes of that exchange. And as the 
| banks go on with their depositing one with another for the purposes of 
enabling men to move their goods, they will of course come in larger pro- 
portion to those places where the greatest of international trades find their 
- erux. We say that this is New York, but owing to rapid intercommunica- 
tion, and the growth of great cities in the interior this is becoming less 
so all the time. The last movement of crops demonstrated as never be- 
fore the independence of the west. And this will continue. There is 
then a foree at work which tends to equalize the conditions of the issue 
of eredit and in this regard we have little to fear. 
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Banks Subject to Trade Influences 

But let us look at these banks as they exist. They are not only amen- 
able to trade influences, but they are not even within the same control as 
to government. There are state banks and national; there are trust com- 
panies and savings banks; there are great and small private institutions; 
all performing practically the same functions of credit making. The na- 
tional banks have the right of issue. All banks inherently have the right 
to borrow; and thousands of them do rediscount as need arises. Each 
is an independent integer, only in relation to all the others because of 
the interdependence of trade, and because of the necessities of a medium 
of exchange. They all strive to do business on the same basis of making 
loans for profit. They all use the money and the credit of their customers 
and communities according to the law of the demand for deposits. They 
are all in the same condition with relation to the money supply. 
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Why Bank Reserves are Required 

And if they are compelled to restrict loans to keep a certain reserve of 
cash, this is a changing thing, and after all is but a requirement of the 
people for their own believed protection, no matter what it may work in 
time of trouble. Now the seat of power in such a cumulative system of 
banking is not originally, as will be apparent, in the large bank but in 
the small one. It begins with the credit strength of the individual in 
some remote locality, it is fostered by that spirit of helpfulness which 
makes one man give of his substance to another to aid him in his life en- 
deavor, and it freely concentrates only where it is needed and will do the 
most good. The large bank is the one which is least independent, and 
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must ever be, in such a system. There is no possibility of a control of 
this eredit as an original proposition because of massed capital or be- 
eause of the tyranny of a clique or coterie of men. ¥ 

Credit in its issue and cancellation, and in its division and multipli- ! 
cation, does more than supply the demands of trade, it comes in the course 
of time to supply the demands of industry. There is a class of banks, 
which are denominated private, because they operate under no charter of * 
the state, and yet as far as they supply commerce perform the same fune- ; 
tions as to the public and in practically the same way. But they do more. i 
They handle that mass of capital, which is erystallized credit, which is j 
that stored-up labor that is susceptible of being transmitted from one ‘ 
generation to another. It will be apparent to the reader how this credit i 
comes into existence, becomes capital, and remains in some form of in- : 
debtedness, principally the debts of. states and municipalities and great | 















industrial and transportation companies, and is transmitted from one 
generation to another. It may be said in passing that there is no danger 
to a people in this form of credit. For unless it works for them it rusts 
away. It is consumed by taxes to the support of the state if in no other 
way. But the dealers in this form of credit-capital are for the most part 
great private banks, and they do have some control on industrial enter- 















prise. 





Difference Between Public and Private Banks 
The public banks by the nature of their liquid assets are not allowed 
these long time loans. They do to some extent loan upon stocks and 
bonds on eall, and by so much as they take the deposits of the people for 
this form of investment to the detriment of the demands of commerce are 
they a menace, and do they do a wrong. But while there are laws on 
this subject, and while there may and might be more, yet it is in the na- 
ture of the bank being compelled to have liquid assets to pay demand 
obligations that will forever separate the commercial bank from the one 
engaged in underwriting. 
Loans Fostering Speculation 
There is little to be said in defense of the custom of some banks in the 
large centers which loan on stocks and bonds on eall for speculative pur- 
poses. But with the more even diffusion of eredit making and dealing in 
a constantly growing banking system, this may be regarded as on the 
road to a cure. Moreover, there are many of the very large institutions 
which do not make this sort of loans, and are guided by men who have 
the honor and the ability to guide aright in the light of the true province 
of the bank. That banks should hold in some degree the stoeks of indus- 
trial corporations, railroad shares and bonds, is not a matter for the charge 
that there is a money trust, nor is it to be feared if only the facilities for 
the free emission of credit be secured. As it is now, the large holding by 
commercial banks, and especially chartered banks, of these forms of capi- 
tal and credit is to be deprecated. But they must be held somewhere if 
the progress of the country is to be maintained, and in some degree they 
may be held or dealt in by these institutions as the servants of the in- 
vestors of the land, if they be so held and dealt in legitimately. 
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As to the underwriting syndicates of the large private banking in- 
stitutions, they are not to be thoughtlessly condemned, as a means of 
oppression. If there are men who have failed to get all the credit they 
wanted for railroad building it is a far cry to charge that this is because 
of the enmity or the favoritism of a few bank presidents or big stock- 
holders who hold ali the power. It is not to be said that men are not 
human. It is not to be said that great bank stockholders do not use the 
banks of the great centers to some extent to further their outside enter- 
prises. But if this is so, these institutions if they be public are exam- 
ined, and the fault of undue \oaning for any length of time rests with the 
inspecting officers. And as these banks cannot hold stock in other banks, 
if they be national, there can be here no control of the banking and 
credit facilities of the country. 


Part Played in Our Development by Bankers 

What the private banks do is to be considered in another light. Only 
large blocks of capital and credit can build the great railroads and finance 
the great industries of a great country like ours. And the mere under- 
writing by syndicates is because this is often the only way in which the 
great enterprise can be supplied, the underwriting banks supplying lesser 
banks with a part of their holdings and these supplying the still lesser 
individual investors over the country. Instead of this being an indica- 
tion of concentration it is but a natural and legitimate means of diffusion. 
We say again, that there may be abuses and there no doubt are. These 
do not constitute however a cause of action against the banks as a whole 
in the interest of damages to the people. 


Large Private Bank Is a Distinct Benefit 

Rather are these great private banks of distinct benefit to the masses 
of the people, and of decided advantage to labor. For after all is said it 
is by the exchange of labor and its products, by the exchange of services 
and things, that we live. And the syndicating bank is the means of an 
exchange of labor between the small investor on the western prairie and 
the small investor in the vineyard of France or on the pastures of Hol- 
land. Not only is this a true theory of the benefit of private bank, but 
these institutions because they can hold massed capital have often been of 
benefit to the people through floating the debts of the nation or by fur- 
nishing the means of credit in times of stress. They have their place in 
our affairs, and it is unfair to see but the few abuses that undoubtedly 
creep in and make these exponents of the whole. 


The Trust Company: Its Field and Function 


We have shown that the banks are not bound together by any dis- 
position or control of the facilities of exchange, and in the nature of their 
independent being must be the independent integers of a system. We 
have no branch banking system. We shall not soon have. This is not 
the method by which the local credit power of a community is best organ- 
ized. The innumerable opportunities for banking in this country will 
ever remain. Thousands of small banks have within a decade sprung 
up in the west and northwest, and thousands more will do so. They are 
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as helpful in their province and in their capacity as the great banks are 
to the metropolitan centers. And the bank does not with us wait on the 
consent of the magnate. It need not do so. For money is but a small 
part of its essential being, even if it were possible for there to be a con- 
trol of the money. 

Neither money nor credit are controlled in the United States. Both 
are free. There are a few branches of national banks in states where 
there were branches at the time of the formation of the national banking 
act. There are some families of banks, each bank being however en- 
tirely independent of all others, in the South. And the way is free for 
all as fast as the demand arises. In addition to this there is a new class 
of moneyed corporations or financial enterprises known as trust com- 
panies. These because they deal in long time loans and small savings 
are of benefit to the people by reason of their differentiation from the 
commercial bank, and because of the added lines of business, and the 
trust principle, the trusteeship, which they possess, and which is sane- 
tioned by the courts. 


Development of Banking in the West 

Now if it were true that the east, or that hated section of the country 
known as Wall street, controlled the money and credit of the nation why 
have these institutions multiplied so rapidly in the west? The answer is 
plain. In the larger aspects of credit security, the basis lies not only in 
man but in the soil. Here is the real wealth of the United States, and 
must ever be. Here is the strength of the government, and the power of 
eredit. These institutions are not dependent on the will of Wall street 
or Lombard street. They are dependent alone on the might of the allu- 
vial valley of the Mississippi. And they are forever a reply to the charge 
that there is a money trust in this country. They have dealings with the 
wide world. They, by their nature, and they act in their financing of 
industries much as does the great private bank, foster enterprise through 
a legitimate emission of credit. And they are springing up in increasing 
numbers all the time. There is nothing to control their being but the 
needs of the vast valley. And they are founded on a rock, because they 
are founded not only in the ability and inclination of a great and virtuous 
people, a hardy and toiling people, but they are founded in the favor of 
the ‘‘Power that makes for Righteousness’’ as it smiles on a vast expanse 
of territory in a temperate zone. 


Design of a Supreme Intelligence 


This is not an idle thought. For back of all the activities of man, the 
life of nations, there is infinite design. And credit is but the flowering of 
the innate capabilities of a nation to sueceed and persist. Here is an 
answer to the charge that there is a money trust, because these complex 
organisms performing so many services for the individual and the cor- 
poration are recognized and trusted by the courts of the land and are the 
friends of the poor as they are of the rich. They bring the two together, 
and by helping the small saver to accumulate through interest, they also 
help the day laborer by financing new enterprises that make for the good 
and happiness of all.

LIFE INSURANCE COMPANIES INVESTMENTS 
By GERARD M. J. BADOW 


AST year the July number of The Rand MeNally Bankers 
Monthly contained a synopsis of the securities held by twenty- 
three companies which make up the group of those having one 
hundred million and more of insurance in force. This synop- 

sis was followed by a table showing the net profit on mean invested as- 
sets of the companies, which were grouped according to the presence of 
farm mortgage loans or their absence among the securities held, and it 
was found that companies investing freely in farm mortgages and hold- 
ing no stocks whatever, had earned the highest rate of interest, while 
those holding farm loans and stocks, showed .40 per cent lower profits 
and those holding no farm loans but stocks, almost 1 per cent less in- 
terest on such investments than the first named group. 

Inquiries made since Feb. 15 of this year among all domestie com- 
panies doing business under charter in the United States have of neces- 
sity brought altogether too large a volume of information to condense 
the same in the space available here, and only the most striking features 
of the data obtained can be considered at this writing. 


How the Information is Classified 


There were 179 companies doing business at the close of the year 1911, 
and according to the amount of insurance in force on Dee. 31 of that 
year they may for convenience sake be divided into five groups, namely: 
twenty-three companies, having one hundred million and more; twelve 
companies, having fifty million and more; forty-eight companies, having 
ten million and more; twenty-nine companies having five million and 
more, and sixty-seven companies, having less than five million of insur- 
ance in force. Sixty-seven companies withheld the information requested 
of them, and one refused it altogether. All others, however, were most 
courteous in their treatment of the request, adding much interesting data, 
which, however, can not be touched upon within the seope of this article. 

The total insurance in force of the companies that come under con- 
sideration reaches the stupendous sum of seventeen billion dollars, so 
that the total of all companies, including those that did not care to give. 
their data, would probably reach the twenty: billion dollar mark. 
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The bond holdings of these one hundred and twelve companies totaled 
in 1910 $1,668,904,979 and in 1911 $1,783,499,441, an increase over the 
previous year of $114,594,462 or 6.86 per cent. 

Stockholdings during 1910 were $118,400,132 and during 1911 only 
$94,474,855, a decrease in this class of securities of $23,925,277 or 20.10 
per cent. 

City mortgage loans of $719,667,932 in 1910 were increased to $821,- 
059,293, or just 14.10 per cent. 

Farm mortgage loans of $447,824,430 in 1910 rose to $499,717,207 last 


vear, an increase of $51,892,777 or 11.60 per cent. 


Holdings of stock exchange listed securities, therefore, increased, 
by $90,669,185, or 5.07 per cent, while real estate mortgages were bought, 
totaling $153,285,138 or 13.06 per cent of the holdings of 1910.

How Group Number One Compares 
From table number one it can be seen that the companies mentioned 
increased their Bond holdings during the last year by about 6.36 per cent 
only and decreased their Stock holdings by as much as 22.41 per cent, 
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while their City Loans were augmented 14.16 per cent and their Farm 
Loans 10.83 per cent. Only fifteen out of twenty-three companies had 
farm loans at all, while only two companies were without city loans.

The Bond holdings of group number two show the remarkable increase

Like The Aetna and the Northwestern Mutual of Milwaukee, so the 
Connecticut Mutual was one of the first three companies that lent money 
to the farmer of Illinois and Iowa, at rates which were of course much 
higher than they could receive to-day, but with results so satisfactory 
that they induced other companies to follow. 

There is no doubt that when the Northwestern and the Aetna Life 

began to loan their funds in Illinois, the farmer could not get any money 
| anywhere, and what these two companies did for Illinois, The Union Cen- 
tral did for Ohio and Indiana. 


Comparisons of Those in Group Three 





It is to be regretted that the data of group number three is not quite 
complete, but a sufficient majority of companies complied with the re- 
quest for data to permit conclusions as to the policy followed in their 

investments. 

A very low percentage of increase is noticeable in Bonds as well as 


Stocks, namely 2.0 per cent in the former securities and 6 per cent in the 
latter. 
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City loans also fail to show much of favor, gaining only 4.26 per cent 
compared with holdings over the last year. 

Farm loans make a better showing, a gain of 12.61 per cent, but never- 
theless it would be excusable to conclude that the earnings of the com- 
panies in question can not have been very high during 1911.

What Group Number Four Shows 


There are sixteen companies in group number four that were ofgan- 
ized between 1905 and 1907, seven of them in 1906, preceding the panic, 
which they apparently withstood better than the companies that were or- 
ganized preceding the panic of 1893. 

Fifteen of them have no Stocks at all, but the remaining concerns 
show an increase of 36.10 per cent in stockholdings only, while they added 
$11,695 to their bond investments. 
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Six companies carry no Farm Mortgages, among them two, that are 
located in states, which make considerable efforts these days to create 
a market for their acre mortgages. 


While their City loans increased 32.09 per cent their Farm loans were 
almost 1 per cent better i. e. 33.06 per cent.

What That Data of Group Number Five Shows 

The data of the sixty-seven companies having less than five million 
dollars of insurance in force, is for reasons explained as yet too incom- 
plete to make a publication of the same interesting. 

From figures on hand, however, it can be said that they hold little 
stocks and almost invariably invest in City and Farm loans. 

Generally speaking there seems to be a tendency among the life in- 
surance companies to reduce their stockholdings considerably. In New 
York the law compels the companies to dispose of their stockholdings 
within a few years, and a number of companies not of the state of New 
York seem to see the wisdom of that law and make it their own policy. 

Again the large companies outside of New York show substantial in- 
creases in mortgage loans on city as well as farm property and others that 
watch the results of the experience these companies have, are beginning 
to fellow their lead. 


Why Real Estate Mortgages Are in Favor 


There is no question as to the superiority of the well selected real es- 
tate mortgage over all other classes of investment securities from the 
standpoint of income producing capacity, and stability in value. Taking 
the rate of interest on all classes of securities of a given number of com- 
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panies it can be seen that real estate mortgages produce, two-thirds of 
the time, higher rates of interest than either bonds or stocks. 

As to security, mortgage loans, particularly those on acreage of the 
west, where values are as yet low and have been rising for a decade or 
more, some are in a class by themselves. It is true no profits can be made 
on them in times of high markets, but at the same time no losses can oc- 
cur in times of stress. And as to convertibility, the old theory, that a 
farm mortgage is inconvertible was exploded some time ago, if not earlier, 
at least in 1907, when the only security that the investor could realize on 
without losing money, was the farm mortgage. 


How Farm Mortgages Produce Cash 


The manner of realizing on farm mortgage investments is of course 
not the same as that of a stock or a bond, for they are not listed or even 
considered by the masters of the general money market. It is, neverthe- 
less, an effective method and proved highly satisfactory to those investors 
that had Farm loans, when the bottom fell out of the stock market dur- 
ing the last panic. 

Human nature, being the same the world over, it was clear logic for a 
certain life insurance president, to conclude that, like all the other good 
citizens of the country, the farmer would likely begin to feel uneasy about 
the stability of his local bank, when he telegraphed his loan agents in the 
West to tell the borrowers, that they could repay on their farm mortgage 
any amount they wished, and could do so without giving any notice be- 
forehand, as stipulated in the mortgage instrument. The result was as 
expected, the borrower liquidating his debt with the earnings from the 
farm (for the farm keeps on producing, panic or no panic). Instead of 
depositing it with the local banker, he began sending in ten, fifteen, even 
fifty dollar checks, to the company holding his mortgage and when the 
stringency finally let up, a comfortable surplus in cash currency was to 
be found in the treasury of the life insurance company alluded to, every 
cent of which could be traced to the farmer. 

What one company can do, others can do also, and even the individual 
investor that followed the same line of reasoning had the identical results. 


Foreign Companies Invest in Mortgages 


It may be of interest to add here that English companies, in spite of 
the tremendous decrease of land values carry more than 28 per cent of 
their assets in real estate mortgages, while Canadian companies had 30 
per cent. Germany, which has perhaps the most stringent laws relating 
to life insurance companies, shows more than 79 per cent of the assets of 
life insurance companies invested in acre mortgages. 

These figures relate to the year 1905 and little changes have been 
made since that time. 

The amount of total assets of all companies not being on hand at this 
writing no direct comparison can be made with the foreign companies, 
but there is no doubt that American companies will show no such aver- 
age of mortgage loan investments as those in the countries mentioned. 
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A very high percentage in real estate mortgages, about 41 1/5 per cent 
of the total assets is maintained by the National Life of Montpelier, Ver- 
mont, and is exceeded only by the Union Central, whose exact percentage 
is not available, while the Aetna, the Connecticut Mutual, the North- 
western Mutual and the Mutual Benefit follow closely. 

From the standpoint of the insured, it can be said that the feeling of 
safety seems far greater with the policy holders carrying their protection 
in companies that are large mortgage holders. The net increase of insur- 
ance during the last ten years as well as during last year indicates that 
undoubtedly the apparent favor with which mortgage loans become more 
and more regarded in insurance circles will revert beneficially on the 
companies, not only in the better interest netted but also in the gains they 
invariably seem to make in new insurance written. 

The least insured part of our population resides in the country and 
there is no better argument the companies could use with that class than 
the proof of liberal funds invested in farm mortgage loans. 


States Favored by Insurance Companies 

In concluding it may be mentioned that the fourteen states, which at 
present enjoy the greatest favor among life insurance companies as to 
the security and interest offered by their farm loans are, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Iowa, South Dakota, Kansas, North Dakota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Illinois, Georgia and Indiana. Twenty-six companies loan 
money in the first named, Oklahoma, and nine in the last named, Indiana, 
as far as statistics are available now. Companies having their home of- 
fice in the state have not been considered, for they are by law obliged 
to earry a certain amount of farm mortgages of their home state. 


EASY TO ATTRACT CROWD IN A CITY 


It is easier to draw a crowd in New York City than it was to draw 
a gun in the old days of the Southwest. Recently a large black touring 
ear with evidences of hard driving drew up alongside the curb on Nassau 
street. The chauffeur alighted and entered an office building. In his 
absence a messenger boy marked in the dust on the rear of the car: ‘‘The 
machine that got the $25,000.’’ A mob that clogged the street and blocked 
traffic collected in seconds, gaped, whispered, peered within the machine 
and waited expectantly. When the chauffeur reappeared, stood amazed, 
then investigated, and erasing the cause of the crowd’s curiosity drove 
off, muttering uncomplimentary things about the intelligence of cosmopoli- 
tan citizens.

For 
years, as individuals, we have been satisfied to follow the lines of least resistance 
in the field of business endeavor, forgetting that no man has the right to 
choose and follow a profession unless he purposes that the particular pro- 
fession or business he has chosen shall have been raised to a higher stand- f

ard of proficiency and usefulness for his having chosen it. 
Uur country has a right to demand of us, as citizens, that we become 
conversant with the great economic problems that confront us for proper 
solution. That day is passed when a business man ean do things by rote. 
A new era has dawned, and the successful business man of today is brought 
to a full realization of this fact, that if he expects to reap full benefits from 
his efforts, those efforts must be prompted by a careful study of the eco- 
nomic problems that especially affect the business community which his 
activity covers. 








Demand Is For Sane Thinking People 


At no time in our history has there been more of a demand for the sane, 
conservative thinking man than at the present time. The business com- 
munity and country at large need men today who will teach those with 
whom they come in contact, not only by precept, but by the principles 
used to build their business structure, that the great underlying principle 
of progress as applied to economic problems is growth. Too many times 
in our business procedure we have substituted for growth, narrowness, sel- 
fish motives and personal aggrandizement. Asa banker I feel this warning 
is not out of place, that what our business fabric needs today is constructive 
leadership, and not so many destructive tendencies. We cannot as a nation 
expect to prosper as we should unless we are more careful as to our meth- 
ods of business procedure. 

As American citizens we are proud of the position our country holds 
as a world power, and this pride is just. Every thoughtful man will con- 
cede this has been brought about by our great industrial development and 
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unlimited resources and the forceful enterprise and character of our peo- 
ple, assisted by our popular form of government. Nevertheless, this un- 
bounded prosperity has made us careless as a people. In our advance we 
have been negligent in rightly accommodating our laws of business and 
commerce to the enlarged business needs. There is no more positive law 
in nature than the one which compels the old to make way for the new. 
Our growth has been a marvel in the annals of commercial activity, but we 
have failed in not giving more elasticity to our laws, so that this expansion 
and growth could be rightly accommodated. How sadly lacking we are 
today as a nation in the fundamental laws of growth! How ready we have 
been to disregard the experience of other nations in the matter of settling 
great economic problems! But we have arrived at certain conclusions after 
several years of destructive upheaval. 


Our Resources Have Grown Tremendously 


Our internal resources have grown to tremendous proportions, and our 
export business is making itself felt as a power in the world of commerce 
as never before; yet we have all this splendid expansion and growth as a 
world power in commerce, handicapped by an inadequate financial system. 
What sufficed twenty years ago will not answer the business demands to- 
day. Our financial and monetary laws must be changed to meet and satisfy 
existing business conditions. 

The time has come when we must not be led by demagogues, but we must 
bow to the solution given us by those who have given this subject careful 
study and have made their deductions from an economic -standpoint. We 
need to lend every influence to those men who have evolved the present plan 
of curreney reform and who are bringing light out of a chaotic system. 


This Is An Age of Conservatism 


The spirit of the age is conservation, reclamation and constructive up- 
building, and the proposed National Reserve Association will call forth the 
heretofore latent forces of these principles into the field of financial activ- 
ity. 

In the past we have lacked co-operation and an ability to meet the ever- 
changing commercial conditions of this country; this condition will be 
changed if the present proposed plan is adopted. We need an understand- 
ing public opinion to force the issue on this most important public question. 


Reforms Must Come Slowly 


We are willing to admit that even men with large visions and an under- 
standing of the fitness of things know that reforms cannot be instituted in 
a day and carried to equitable and reasonable conclusions; but every one 
must admit that the conclusions reached by the men comprising our Mone- 
tary Commission, and by many of our most proficient financial and economic 
students have been reached only after careful and diligent research. Thus 
let us by the process of education create a favorable public opinion. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE GROWTH IN BUSINESS 


All around and about us, if we are ready to observe, the great principle 
of growth is constantly brought forcibly to our minds. Take for example 
the business this country has been building for twenty years on the lines 
of combination, to effect the greatest economies, and to produce the most 
perfect business machinery for the elimination of waste and the improve- 
ment of the manufactured article and products. 


By-products of Our Corporations Have Been Remarkable 


The by-products of our great corporations have been the wonder of the 
age. These enterprises have not gained this success in a day, but by careful 
development and growth made possible by the painstaking thought and 
study of men who have studied carefully every principle that shall make 
for positive growth. Then why should this period of industrial readjust- 
ment be handicapped in any way by the retarding influences of vote get- 
ting politics? Prejudices should be erased from every mind, and if it were 
right for us to ask for scientific management in industry, because of exist- 
ing economic conditions, then it is right that we demand that we have our 
important national business problems like the tariff, the currency and the 
regulation of industrial combinations, settled out of politics. Why should 
these great economic problems that have so much to do with the public 
welfare be allowed to become the football of party politics? The time has 
come when we must have constructive energy infused into our business 
fabric. What we need are commissions which will make honest inquiries. 
exhaustive research and give consideration to those arguments that are 
based upon broad grounds of public policy, those that will eventually ben- 
efit the majority, and not the minority. We should demand that our states- 
men be constructive legislators and not politicians. We need to have 
efficiency and business management instilled into our government. 


Should Choose Legislators With More Care 


We are sometimes led to believe that we are too careless as to the per- 
sonnel of our national legislators, in that too many have very little knowl- 
edge of the economic laws affecting our mercantile, manufacturing, indus- 
trial and financial enterprises. As one writer has said: ‘‘The knowledge 
that we can use is the only real knowledge, the only knowledge which has 
life and growth in it, and converts itself into practical power.’’ We need 
men of large vision, unselfish motives and practical business experience, 
men who would make the welfare of the country’s business the first con- 
sideration above all others. The constructive business man raises the stand- 
ards of those with whom he comes in contact, by the spirit of fairness, 
with a just consideration of all concerned, and he lifts men to a higher 
realization of the responsibility to the business community. So should the 
constructive statesman, by his fairness and the assuming of responsibilities, 
bring men to realize that the welfare and prosperity of this country are not 
to be used for self-aggrandizement or the satisfying of local prejudices; he 
must remember that his efforts should be put forth for the welfare and 
needs of a nation. The man who is constructive in his tendencies is the man 
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this country needs. We need to remember that the men who achieved suc- 
cess in constructive upbuilding ‘‘are the men who have worked, read, 
thought more than was absolutely necessary, who have not been content 
with knowledge sufficient for the present need, but who have sought addi- 
tional knowledge and stored it away for the emergency reserve. It is the 
superfious labor that equips a man for everything that counts most in life.”’ 


Thinking Man Will Force Recognition 


It seems that the thinking man cannot but help to force recognition of 
the fact that we are living in an age when never again can our important 
public questions be set aside in a perfunctory manner. 

The era of conservatism, scientific research and constructive procedure 
is here to stay, and we will have to reckon with those momentous questions 
as thinking men. If it is true that to the best trained minds belong and 
come the greatest returns, then we may expect the greatest good to come 
from the scientific application of constructive procedure, conservation and 
scientific research to our business enterprise, because these have come as 
the outgrowth of economic development. 


Business Readjustment Wonderful 


Never before in the history of our country were we able to bring about 
a readjustment of business conditions as rapidly and fortunately, without 
any great disturbance, as during the period following the panic of 1907. 
We must concede this success to careful and constructive procedure, as- 
sisted by our great financial and commercial strength and the natural re- 
sources of our land. As another writer has aptly said: ‘‘Let us have 
business peace as the rule and business disturbances by legislative and 
judicial actions as the exception.’’ Let us plead for men to study care- 
fully the great essential truths that govern growth, development and 
strength in the business world, before they decide for or against any new 
method or innovation. 


Business Procedure Must Be Practical 


Business procedure that is not practical wil! fail of results, so this con- 
clusion is inevitable that any plan for industrial progress or financial re- 
form, in any phase, must be organized along lines of natural development, 
and be economically sound, or it never will be successful. Let us then 
avoid the artificial means to an end and let us follow the lines of natural 
development, obeying in its every precept the economic law, so that our 
country may eventually gain the financial pre-eminence that our great busi- 
ness interests and enterprises demand.

INVESTIGATION OF COLLATERAL IMPORTANT

N MY observation bank examiners who delve most carefully 
into most details of a bank’s affairs are apt to make only a cas- 
ual examination of loans secured by merchandise. In years 
gone by, bank examiners have been known to remark that they 

did not know much about these loans and would take the bank’s word for 

it. This may be complimentary to the bank, but hardly in line with proper 

bank examination, and I believe that losses which some banks may have 
sustained could have been avoided had they received in the past an intelli- 
gent criticism of the security behind these loans which a bank - examiner 

should be qualified to give. And the banks lhemselves have exhibited a 
timidity about merchandise loans which is not commendable. A mercan- 
tile firm once applied to Bank A and Bank B for loans on warehouse re- 
ceipts. Bank A said: ‘‘We don’t know anything about warehouse 
receipts, but will loan you on your own note.’’ Bank B took a note with 
warehouse receipts as collateral. Later, when the concern failed, Bank A 
had the paper, Bank B the goods. 





Inquire if Customer is Worthy of Credit 


In the first place, we want to ask ourselves whether the customer’s ac- 
count warrants his borrowing. Your standard for this will vary according 
to the size or independence of your institution, but it is safe to say that you 
do not want to bother with a merchandise loan for a customer whose ac- 
count does not average at least $1,000. And then you must ask yourself, 
‘‘Is he honest?’’ It will be far better if he is honest and of small worth 
than well-to-do and guilty of sharp practices. ‘‘ What means has he, and 
is he taking too great a risk for his means?’’ ‘‘Is he swinging too large a 
quantity of a commodity, the market for which may take a sudden drop?”’ 
You will remember that he need not be as strong as if he were borrowing 
on his own paper, for you will have some security, but he need be stronger 
than if he were borrowing on Stock Exchange collateral, the reason for 
which is obvious. And you will want to know if your prospective borrower 
is an out-and-out speculator. The temptation to speculate in commodities 
is very great and the speculator will not make a proper borrower.

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Decided then that the borrower passes the above test, we come to the 
note made either on demand or time, called a collateral note, or sometimes 
a ‘‘cut-throat note’’—both expressions being duly descriptive. ‘‘Cut- 
throat’’ because the collateral is absolutely pledged; you may eall for addi- 
tional margin at any time; you may sell the borrower out at either public 
or private sale, if he does not respond immediately, and even buy in the 
collateral yourself. 

And last, but not least, the borrower is pledged to make up any de- 
ficiency between the amount of his loan, interest and cost of sale and the 
amount he owes the bank. 


Character of the Collateral 


Now, as to the collateral on which you will loan. It is impossible in one 
evening to cover the entire field of commodities on which you may loan, 
but among them is wheat, which is dealt in on all leading produce ex- 
changes and is really salable at all times. An inspection certificate showing 
the grade may be obtained from unbiased responsible inspectors. Wheat 
flour is always salabe at a price, but is dangerous to carry through the 
summer, as it may sour in warm weather. It fluctuates considerably in 
price, and it sometimes happens that the bid price is considerably below its 
actual worth, i. e., buyers are holding off. 


One Early Experience of a Banker 


Cotton can be sold as long as people have to wear clothes and you should 
insist upon an accompanying inspection certificate. Be sure you have cot- 
ton and not linters. Some years ago a foreign exchange house, not a bank, 
purchased from a customer in the South a bill of exchange for about 
£10,000 ($50,000), supposedly secured by a shipment of cotton. The bill of 
exchange was not honored and the cotton turned out to be linters. Now 
linters are the leavings on the cotton plant after the good cotton is picked, 
and cannot be woven as is good cotton. 

Corn is worth while to loan on if you know that it has been kiln-dried, 
otherwise beware of its getting ‘‘hot’’ (a process of fermentation). You 
ean get inspection certificates with corn as with wheat and oats. 

Certain grades of rubber are good collateral, but you must know on 
what grades to loan and which to leave alone. And you must remember 
that rubber shrinks in weight in storage. 

Coffee is acceptable, has inspection, and is readily salable. 


Commodities as Collateral 


Other commodities along the lines I am now mentioning are more or 
less good collateral, but opinions differ as to the desirability of many of 
them, and the standing of your borrower, together with the special knowl- 
edge you may have of the particular collateral offered, will be your guid- 
ance in such cases. 

Never loan on articles that are fads of the moment—a special style of 
plush, ornaments for ladies’ hats, ete., as the styles may change, and you 
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will find your borrower in trouble and your collateral unsalable at any 
price. 

Now supposing you approve your borrower—he signs your note and 
gives you the merchandise as collateral. How are you going to find out 
what this merchandise is worth? 


Well, right here is a chance to exercise your ingenuity, for you cannot 
turn to the list of quotations as the average bank loaning on Wall Street 
collateral may do. We will see how to manage. 


Determining Loanable Values 


Remember always that your values must be based on what you could 
actually sell the goods for in case of need, not on what your borrower 
may have them sold for, though, if sold to responsible parties that will 
not welch, this may have a bearing. The hardest time to get margin is 
when the market, say for flour, has dropped to $5 a barrel and your bor- 
rower has his sold for, say, $6 a barrel. He can’t see your point of view at 
such a time. Beware of borrower’s valuation of special brands, as of 
flour, for instance. You may have to sell in the open market and cannot 
expect to sell your borrower’s special brands to special customers at the 
price he has been in the habit of getting. 

Sometimes we have to take a roundabout method of arriving at values. 
For example, if you are not satisfied that the quoted price on rye flour in 
New York reflects the true market condition, take the cost of rye grain 
per bushel at, say, Duluth, multiply that by the number of bushels re- 
quired to make a barrel of flour and the cost of freight and milling, and 
you have the approximate cost of rye flour in New York. 


It is a Question of a Wide Margin 


The question of margin is one of wide latitude. Of course, get all you 
ean, but 10 to 25 per cent depending upon the standing of your customer, 
and the commodity upon which he is borrowing is all you may expect. 
If the goods on which you are loaning have actually been sold, you may 
not insist on so wide a margin. 

If your borrower does fail and you have the goods to sell, don’t be in 
a hurry to throw them on the market, for the trade will be watching for 
you and will be out for bargains. It is easy enough to carry them awhile 
and sell later on unbeknown to the trade. 


Discusses Bills of Lading 


Now as to the documents themselyes—I call your attention to instruc- 
tions to banks handling bills of lading issued by the American Bankers’ 
Association about a year ago, in which they point out dangers of the bill 
of lading as follows: 

1. That, except in a few States, it does not guarantee the delivery of 
article listed in the bill. Even if the agent signed a bill after listing more 
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goods thereon than were actually received, the road would be liable only 
for the goods actually received. 

2. It does not guarantee the quality of the goods shipped, but only 
gives a list as furnished by the shipper. Thus a barrel of cement might 
be shipped as a barrel of flour. 

3. It may be fraudulently issued with a forged signature and hence 
not binding on the railroad purporting to issue. 

4. It may have been issued in duplicate (duplicate not being so 
marked), so that two bills may be outstanding for the same shipment. 

5. It may be still outstanding when a part or all of the goods listed 
upon it may have been delivered and no indorsement of partial delivery 
has been made. 

6. It may cover perishable goods, the condition of which at destina- 
tion may be far different from what it was when shipment was made. 


Loaning on Such Collateral Can Be Made Safe 


The above is enough to scare any bank almost to death, but let us 
examine further and see if loaning on such collateral cannot be made 
safe with the proper precautions. 

All the leading railroads are now issuing what is called the uniform 
bill of lading. In former days every railroad issued a different one, but 
now on all the date, name of the shipper, name of consignee and descrip- 
tion of goods shipped are all found in the same position on the bill of lad- 
ing. 

And now comes the crucial point in the matter of bills of lading. There 
is the order bill of lading and the direct consignment bill of lading. An 
order bill of lading reads that the goods are consigned to the order of 
John Smith. It takes John Smith’s indorsement to get those goods, and 
what is most to the point the railroad requires the production of that bill 
of lading before the goods are delivered, or, if they should deliver without 
the production of the bill of lading, you can hold them for the goods. 


Some Weak Features Noted 


A direct consignment bill of lading reads, ‘‘Consigned to John Smith,”’ 
and John Smith ean get those goods at destination without the production 
of the bill of lading, and you cannot hold the railroad for delivering to 
him. So don’t loan on direct consignment bills of lading, or else when 
John Smith fails and you go for the merchandise on which you have 
loaned, it may have been delivered long before on John Smith’s order. 


Lake Bills are a Factor 


Bills of lading are issued covering shipments of grain on the Great 
Lakes, referred to as lake bills of lading. These are sometimes issued in 
sets of two or three or four, and you want to be very sure to get all copies 
of the set, for any one of them is sufficient to get the goods. Goods shipped 
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on lake bills of lading should be consigned to an agent of a railroad at 
port of destination. Then they go into the hands of the railroad, but if 
consigned to anyone else you are running the same danger as in the John 
Smith case referred to above. 

It has seemed manifestly unfair that the courts have frequently held 
that a railroad was not liable for goods listed on a bill of lading unless 
the goods were actually received. We saw this in the Knight, Yaney & 
Co. steal in the South last year, and the cotton buyers are seeking to pre- 
vent fraud from this quarter in cotton shipments by the creation of a vali- 
dation certificate, which scheme is too new to have yet proved its worth. 


Stale Bills are Dangerous 


Beware of a stale bill of lading. It is one of the gravest dangers in mer- 
chandise loans. The bill of lading may be genuine and the goods may 
have arrived, but spoiled by lying in the terminal, or heavy storage 
charges may have accrued. If you are loaning on bills of lading emanat- 
ing from Albany, for instance, and the goods have not reached New York 
in four or six weeks, it looks as though something was not regular. And 
so it proved in a case in the spring of 1910 with an Albany grain house of 
long standing. An agent in the employ of a railroad as its freight agent 
signed blank bills of lading in bunches and turned them over to the 
treasurer of this company, who negotiated the documents, securing large 
advances of money from its customers without delivering the grain. 


Some Experiences are Noted 


In the suit of a grain dealer in New York against the railroad for re- 
eovery, it was shown that the practice resorted to was to draw drafts on 
two or more concerns for the value of a single shipment, filling out the 
bills of lading to suit. Im this way one of the Albany grain firm’s cus- 
tomers would actually receive the goods, while.the others would not. 
Never suspecting the fraud, some grain men in this city paid the drafts 
sent by the treasurer of the company and used the railroad documents as 
collateral in securing money advances from local banks. 


Bank Should Have Noticed the Date 


Had the banks noted the dates of these bills of lading or endeavored to 
check them up by arrival notices, the fraud would have been discovered 
much sooner. A New York grain dealer has won a suit for $91,000 against 
the railroad. This same man is agitating for a new form bill of lading 
which would be signed by a railroad agent under a definite power of at- 
torney, would be made on the plan of a money order to prevent raising, 
and has many other commendable features. To have such a bill of lading 
in vogue would make loaning on them about as safe as loaning on ware- 
house receipts, but those of you that know the struggle it took to secure 
even the present uniform bill of lading will feel with me that the day of 
such a perfect bill of lading is beyond your time and mine. 
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At the meeting of the Executive Council of 
The American Bankers Association, held at 
Nashville, Tenn., May 1 and 2, 1911, the report 
of the Clearing House Committee in regard 
to a universal system of numbering all the 


banks of the United States for transit pur- 


poses, was approved and adopted, and 
The Rand-McNally Bankers’ Directory was 
appointed to give the official numbers to all 
banks and to compile and publish the Official 
Directory containing these numbers. 


IN A RECENT message President Taft ap- 

pealed to the leading commercial organ- 
izations of the country to join in a confer- 
ence looking toward the establishment of 
a national organization broadly represen- 
tative of the commercial interests of the 
country. In his annual message the Presi- 
dent touched upon this same subject ex- 
pressing the belief that it would be of 
great value to have some central organiza- 
tion in touch with the associations and 
chambers of commerce throughout the 
country to keep purely American interests 
closely in touch with commercial affairs. 
This statement the President explained 
was prompted by suggestions that had 
been made from time to time by the rep- 
resentatives of various commercial and in- 
dustrial interests of the country. Several 
attempts have been made to organize com- 
mercial bodies upon a national basis but 
for one reason or another these efforts 
have not met with success. One of the 
difficulties arises from the fact that none 
of the general organizations are of a char- 
acter to make it possible or proper for the 
government to reorganize it as representa- 
tive of the commercial or industrial in- 
terests of the country. The plan to have 
a conference called by the President and

under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor 
met with such a response from commercial 
and industrial organizations as to make it 
advisable to hold this conference in Wash- 
ington about the middle of last month. It 
was pointed out that such an organization 
could be instrumental in a very large field 
to aid and assist the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of government in the intel- 
ligent and impartial development of 
domestic and foreign trade. Such an or- 
ganization properly represented at the seat 
of government could be of incalculable as- 
sistance in advising the executive branch 
of government with respect to the methods 
and rules to be adopted in the administra- 
tion of existing law. It could be of like 
assistance in giving advice in regard to 
proposed new legislation and in counseling 
representatives of the executive branch 
when asked to submit recommendations 
upon bills introduced and pending before 
committees. Such an organization would 
be in the best possible position to suggest 
fields for new inquiry at home and abroad, 
the methods by which such inquiries should 
be pursued, and the means by which the 
results can be most advantageously 
brought to the attention of our merchants 
and manufacturers; and it is safe to as- 
sume that if such an organization is cre- 
ated its chief activities will be developed 
in the light of experience. 





COUNTRY BANKERS, more especially in 

the West, are asking how the National 
Reserve Association will be of benefit to 
them and their communities. The Na- 
tional Citizens’ League has prepared a 
statement discussing this question, and a 
copy will be sent to every bank in the 
country. 

Some country bankers are asserting that 
they do not have commercial paper that 
could be rediscounted at the association. 
“Ranking Reform,” the official publication 
of the league, in its current issue shows 
the fallacy of this argument. It says: 

“While political mountebanks and finan- 
cial charlatans are vehemently denouncing 
the proposed co-operative union of the 
banks of the country as a wicked scheme 
of the banks to gain power dangerous to 
the public welfare, it is of interest to 
study the objections raised to the plan in 
Mr. Bryan’s ‘Commoner’ by a conservative 
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banker in the Middle West, who complains 
that the vast majority of the banks of 
the country would gain nothing by mem- 
bership in the association, 

“This banker is Henry W. Yates, presi- 
dent of the Nebraska National Bank of 
Omaha. Mr. Yates says: ‘It will be con- 
ceded that the powers granted to the re- 
serve association are so limited in their 
scope that it could not of itself become any 
dangerous menace to the public interest 
about which so many people are appre- 
hensive when considering the possibilities 
of a great United States bank. It would 
be an incomprehensible act for the banks 
generally to tie up one-fifth of their capi- 
tal for no greater inducement than the 
scheme offers them.’ 

“This is by no means a new criticism of 
the proposed banking reform law. Many 
country bankers are asking what benefit 
they would gain from a national reserve 
association. One of the greatest defects 
in our banking system today is that the 
best assets of the banks—loans on goods 
moving from producers to consumers—are 
dead. The reform plan proposes to make 
commercial paper a liquid asset. The re- 
serve association would always stand 
ready to buy commercial paper from the 
member banks. 

“But Mr. Yates asserts that ‘the great 
body of the banks could not avail them- 
selves of the discount facilities, because 
they would at no time possess any con- 
siderable amount of the paper described.’ 

“Why do the interior banks not have 
‘notes and bills of exchange drawn for 
agricultural, industrial or commercial pur- 
poses, and not for the purpose of carrying 
stocks or bonds?’ Mr. Yates answers: ‘The 
small banker has dealt with his customer 
as a man and not as a property. In ex- 
tending assistance he has not always ex- 
acted security, but shutting his eyes to 
what he knew did not exist, he has taken 
as his sole security the trust and con- 
fidence he has reposed in the man.’ 

“It is true that many bankers in this 
country—bankers in interior towns as well 
as bankers in Wall Street—are today con- 
fusing investment banking with commer- 
cial banking. A commercial bank that ties 
up any considerable part of its resources 
in fixed investments, whether in Wall 
Street shares or in Western lands, is doing 
bad banking. A bank with the bulk of its 


liabilities in demand form must keep its 
resources liquid. Its business is the sup- 
plying of credit for the exchange of goods, 
not for investment or speculation. Our 
most disastrous industrial crises have been 
brought on by the confusion of commercial 
and investment credit—and the banks have 
been by no means blameless. 

“A national reserve association, redis- 
counting only commercial paper, would en- 
courage sound banking practices, and 
would sharply draw the line between com- 
mercial and investment banking.” 


A CAMPAIGN, which is bringing whole- 

some results, has been waged for the 
last two years by the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency, through its Bank Pro- 
tection Department, against the use of 
counter checks. Publicity should be given 
this effort of reform in an ancient custom 
that has outlived its usefulness and proven 
so hazardous and expensive. In communi- 
ties we find one bank doing something be- 
cause the other bank does it, although 
they all recognize their individual mis- 
takes. Why not bring this subject up at 
the next meeting in your city or county? 
Few forgers cash their first forged check 
at a bank. 

Where it is considered necessary to use 
counter checks they should be so desig- 
nated by having “Counter Check” stamped 
across the face of the check and not at the 
extreme end where it can be cut off with- 
out defacing the check. 

Many of the most successful banks re- 
quire special application to a clerk for a 
blank check and on identification it is de- 
livered to the applicant after a receipt is 
secured for the particular blank check 
which is designated by a number. When 
a depositor wants a new check book he 
gives the bank a receipt for a certain num- 
ber of checks numbered from a certain 
number consecutively to a certain num- 
ber. There are no duplicates of numbers 
on plain checks. Forgeries of checks are 
rare in these banks and the cases quickly 
solved through learning who had access to 
the check book. The bank keeps a record 
of the amount of checks issued and it has 
a tendency to prevent checks being used 
for scrap paper and attaches individuality 
to each check so they are handled more 
carefully. Checks should never get into 
the hands of irresponsible people. 
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The argument that it is absolutely nec- 
essary to use counter checks is absurd in 
the minds of those conversant with the 
situation, 

Blank checks given out and lying around 
promiscuously not only furnishes the com- 
munity with scrap paper at the bank’s ex- 
pense, but makes a bad impression on de- 
positors and the public. 

This subject should not be overlooked 
and bankers will be repaid well for any 
time they devote to it. 


NEED FOR GREATER PRECAUTIONS 


Every bank and trust company that 
deals in real estate loans should be inter- 
ested in the recent arrest by the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agency through its 
Bank & Bankers’ Protection Department, 
of Maurice Crafts, an attorney of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who enjoyed an envied reputa- 
tion among the legal fraternity of that city. 

This arrest is of considerable conse- 
quence, on account of its resurrecting cer- 
tain precautions which must strictly be 
adhered to in conducting a banking busi- 
ness. Bankers get lax in their require- 
ments of identification, regardless of the 
fact it is constantly being demonstrated 
that where a practical stranger is identi- 
fied, inquiry should be made as to how long 
the identifying party has known the sub- 
ject, as a bank should not permit its 
friends to determine the responsibility and 
identity of individuals. 

Maurice Crafts was speculating, and in 
need of money. He saw an advertisement, 
offering for sale, a sixty-five acre farm at 
LaGrange, Ills.. improved, with modern 
buildings, valued at $20,000, and clear of 
any incumbrances; owned by Fielding 
Thacher, of New York City. This adver- 
tisement showed the observing Crafts that 
this situation was ideal for his contem- 
plated trust deed forgery and swindle. He 
secured an abstract from the Chicago Title 
& Trust Company, at an expense of $250, 
and then approached a real estate and in- 
surance dealer of LaGrange, Ills., and un- 
der an assumed name, represented himself 
as Fielding Thacher’s agent, and placed 
$7,000 in fire insurance on the premises. 
This was an introduction which enabled 
him to inquire of the real estate dealer if 
a loan of $9,000 could be placed on the 


property. Arrangements were made- with 
the LaGrange State Bank, and considerable 
correspondence took place between the 
bank and a bogus Fielding Thacher, who 
was stopping at the Statler Hotel in Buf- 
falo, in the person of Maurice Craits. The 
necessary papers were prepared, and prop- 
erly signed and acknowledged. At this 
point the bank officials used some precau- 
tion in requesting a mortgage policy, 
which the Chicago Title & Trust Company 
agreed to furnish “on proper identifica- 
tion.” The bogus Fielding Thacher pre- 
sented himself at the offices of the trust 
company, with a regular patron of the 
company, for identification, and all ques- 
tions were satisfactorily answered. Pay- 
ment was deferred for a day, and in the 
meantime, Maurice Crafts, who had repre- 
sented himself as Fielding Thacher, lost 
courage, and disappeared. It developed 
that the identifying person had become 
acquainted with the bogus Thacher in Buf- 
falo, and in the course of the acquaintance 
extending over a period of several months, 
he very naturally became an easy and in- 
nocent victim to the scheme. Fortunately 
Crafts had tackled the wrong concern, and 
some energetic detective work has placed 
Crafts out of commission. Inquiries that 
have come in, give a slight indication that 
many banks are interested in Crafts’ de- 
scription, in the hope of connecting him 
with similar and more successful swindles. 

The story of John Klein is not a pleas- 
ant recollection to the victims who have 
contributed over $400,000 to his support, 
all of whom have been without the re- 
sources to apprehend him, and the publicity 
given his escapades has suggested trust 
deed swindles to the minds of clever swin- 
dlers and forgers who are quick to grasp 
opportunities and see a new field for their 
endeavors, with little risk attached, pro- 
vided a small capital is available to invest 
in abstracts for a guidance. Abstract com- 
panies might prevent some losses and as- 
sist in apprehending those who may work 
this scheme in the future, if they were to 
address registered letters to addresses 
other than those given on the applications 
for abstracts. 

This case is published with a view to 
preventing future losses by arousing vig- 
ilance on the part of those who are not 
now profiting by past experiences. The ex- 
periences of others may be yours tomor- 
row. 
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BUSINESS CONDITIONS REFLECT an 
improvement that is more than senti- 
mental. That this improvement is seasonal 
goes without saying, but it is in. such con- 
trast to conditions that have existed over 
the last few months that it is worthy of 
comment. The money market abroad is 
showing a little easier tendency in con- 
sequence of the settlement of the British 
coal strike but there is not a sufficient im- 
provement to justify any prediction of easy 
money for some time to come. Europe 
is waiting with a considerable volume of 
new financing, which, now that the in- 
dustrial situation is clearing up, may be 
expected to be announced at any time. 

In our own market we have experienced 
a flurry in call money such as has not 
taken place in many months. The sharp 
advance in the call rate naturally found 
some response in time money. This is due 
chiefly to the fact that our own supply of 
surplus reserves has been over-estimated, 
and it is found that the interior banks are 
well loaned up. The April 1 financing so 
depleted the New York surplus reserves 
that it became necessary for the associated 
banks to recall loans made abroad by our 
bankers. It is also found advisable for 
the New York banks to curtail their de- 
mand loans in order to build their reserves.

While the New York bank statement 
during the early part of the month showed 
a very slim margin of surplus in excess of 
the legal requirements of reserves, if the 
National banks alone are considered, an 
actual deficit existed. Coincident with 


this development was a well manipulated 
and concerted advance in the stock market, 
which lifted prices to the highest level of 
the present year. For a time the market 
seemed to ignore the advance in call 
money, a development which was not un- 
natural for the reason that the stiffening 
of call money was generally regarded as 
a temporary affair.

The demands of business together with 
the usual spring requirements are being 
felt in the eastern money market and in 
fact at all reserve centers. Chicago re- 
ports deposits at the highest level at- 
tained this year and bank balances, which 
went off around the first of April quickly 
reappeared. But individual deposits show 
a tendency to shrink some, although this 
shrinkage is moderate. The New York 
banks are feeling the direct drain on them 
by the agricultural districts, preparatory 
to meeting the spring requirements. The 
money market as a result ceased to favor 
the excited movement in stocks as a result 
of a further expansion of demand on 
capital for speculative purposes could 
searcely fail to effect the banking situa- 
tion. Fortunately our banks have loaned 
our credit abroad rather liberally and the 
strain in our own market came at a time 
when the foreign situation was easing and 
permitted the calling home of funds 
loaned over there, without seriously in- 
conveniencing the European’ markets. 
Nevertheless the foreign exchange market 
was effected. During the last month 
money has been the controlling factor in 
foreign exchange and its movements could 
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be traced very clearly to the varying 
changes that took place in the monetary 
situation both here and in Europe. 

There has been much in the money 
market to call for attention. Sterling ex- 
change went to the lowest level since early 
January owing to the less threatening 
state of the American money market, in 
which the surplus reserves were practically 
wiped out. The New York banks were 
able, through a shifting of loans, to make 
the subsequent bank statements look a 
little more favorable and thus the situa- 
tion was nursed along until the reserves 
could be built up through a calling in of 
loans to Germany and elsewhere in Europe. 


Nevertheless the April money market 
was something of a surprise. Rate failed 
to harden to a figure expected immediately 
following the first ot the month. For 
several days no higher rate than 3 per 
cent for call funds was witnessed. Then 
came a development in which call loans 
stiffened to 5 per cent. This development 
to a considerable extent, was confusing 
and upset the best calculations, causing 
the foreign exchange market to recover its 
lost ground. But as soon as the banks 
began to rehabilitate their reserve the de- 
mand Sterling rate responded. 

To the European market the easing of 
open market discounts at the principal cen- 
ters was the most remarkable feature. 
This was especially pronounced at Berlin. 
Nevertheless whatever reassurance was to 
be found in this development was to a con- 
siderable extent dissipated, by the Bank 
of England’s statement, the most un- 
favorable in many weeks. These develop- 
ments rather clearly showed that the in- 
ternational money situation is not with- 
out need of considerable caution.

That the business situation and more 
especially mercantile trade is_ reflecting 
improvement is gleaned from all directions. 
Business men for the time being are dis- 
posed to ignore political developments. 
Such an improvement is seasonal but 
whether or not it will take on a more per- 
manent character will depend chiefly upon 
the crop developments. The improvement 
is welcome and is manifesting itself in the 
curtailment of funds offered by the in- 
terior bank as a result of the more at- 


tractive call loan rates during the early 
part ot April. For a time little money 
was offered which is another indication of 
the improvement in demand at the in- 
terior. 


The country banks since the first of the 
present quarter have been drawing rather 
more freely on their New York balances 
with the result that direct remittances to 
the interior became necessary. In March 
these transfers were made through sub- 
treasury operations. Merchants arranged 
to meet their spring settlement in the dry 
goods trade at a time when other require- 
ments had to be cared for and this contrib- 
uted to the stiffening in the call loan mar- 
ket. On the other hand there are 
indications that the volume of business in 
mercantile lines is larger than generally 
has been conceded.

In the steel business, the situation in 
the West differed materially from that in 
the East. Western railroads and other 
steel consumers showed no hesitancy in 
placing new business as a result of the 
advance in prices in some lines of finished 
steel products, as in the East. The slack- 
ness, which is complained of in the eastern 
section of the country regarding new steel 
orders, was not noted in the West, in fact 
new business is holding on an even keel. 


The western mills are very busy and 
the operation is on about a 90 per cent of 
capacity basis. Western steel makers say 
that their bookings and specifications have 
been unusually heavy, covering all pro- 
ducts and including all the railroad 
materials such as rails, spikes, bolts, angle 
bars and plates. 

The Gary mills are supplied with un- 
filled tonnage for several months operation 
and are still operating to their full capac- 
ity, disproving the claim that the new 
mills were too large. Practically all of 
the steel corporation’s furnace capacity in 
the West is in operation, yet some work 
has been turned away owing to an inabil- 
ity to secure steel to fill the demands of 
the mills,

There is some disappointment felt over 


the aggregate volume of rails placed by 
railroads thus far, in view of the meager 
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consumption last year, but this is at- 
tributed largely to the fact that the cur- 
rent buying is only for immediate needs. 
For this the buying is much above normal 
as the spring is not a time when the rail- 
roads ordinarily have reached the attract- 
ive stage in providing for rail require- 
ments. Hence the rail business is for im- 
mediate requirements, as is indicated 
clearly by the fact that already several 
of the railroads have come into the market 
with second orders, whereas usually they 
only buy once, covering the entire year. In 
a rather quiet way the railroads are also 
buying freely of cars and bridge material. 
The western structural market is also ex- 
hibiting improvement in the aggregate of 
contracts, those reported going to the 
larger interests, however, seeming to in- 
dicate some shading in prices. 


Prices for finished products generally 
however, appear to be growing firm in the 
West and the smaller mills are falling in 
line with the stiffening quotations. The 
situation as a whole is better and stronger 
than at any time since the recent advances 
in prices were made. There is a stronger 
tendency in tubes and a good volume of 
orders have been taken while the tube 
mills are getting behind on their ship- 
ments and are asking three or four weeks 
for deliveries, a development which has not 
been experienced for some time.

Advices to bankers indicate some dam- 
age to the winter wheat in the territory 
east of the Mississippi. West of the 
Mississippi soil conditions are ideal and 
little complaint is being made of winter 
killing of wheat but the Ohio Valley sec- 
tion seems to indicate that considerable 
damage has been done to late planted 
wheat. In the eastern winter wheat belt 
the damage was done through the freeze 
that came last fall before the snowfall. It 
will be recalled that zero weather came 
last fall in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois be- 
fore there was any snowfall to speak of. 
Now that the snow has melted the effects 
of that freeze are clearly discernible ac- 
cording to bankers in those sections.

The copper metal situation, as has al- 
ready been noted, is showing a decided im- 


provement, but there is a feeling which 
finds justification in the recent course of 
events in the stock market that there is 
more or less manipulation in the metal 
situation. The development in the general 
business world may be termed creeping re- 
covery, and as such would scarcely cause 
such a sudden improved condition in the 
metal market as the statistics of the vis- 
ible supply seem to indicate. 


Nevertheless, the copper metal situation 
has greatly improved in the last six 
months. While the improvement probably 
falls short of what the statistical infor- 
mation indicates, yet a revival in building 
and other lines of business which consumes 
large quantities of copper may catch up 
with the manipulation.

There are two important facts which 
must be regarded as retarding influences. 
One is the labor situation and the other 
is the presidential campaign. The labor 
situation is the most serious, for the rea- 
son that the spirit of unrest is world-wide. 

A prolonged strike in the anthracite coal 
regions, must necessarily have a depressing 
influence on general industry, already 
eastern railroads are beginning to curtail, 
and this is forcing labor out of employ- 
ment. Abroad the English coal strike situ- 
ation has cleared up. The attitude of the 
locomotive engineers is intensifying an al- 
ready clouded industrial condition.

The political situation as the time for 
the national conventions approaches seems 
certain to become a more potent factor in 
the market than in general trade. The 
fact that in most lines stocks of merchan- 
dise are low and that the outlook for good 
crops is more than satisfactory stimulates 
a confidence, which in a large measure will 
cause general business to more or less 
ignore politics for the time being. 

Of course a strain in the money markets 
and a sharp slump in the stock market 
might go far to unsettle business confi- 
dence, for there is the possibility that in 
this long period of a plethora of money 
banks may have invested unwisely in loans 
and securities. But if there have been any 
such developments there are no surface in- 
dications of them. 
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It is only necessary to remark at this 
stage that the concentration of capital is 
necessary to development and progress. 
There must be these large institutions to 
do the large things. There must be a 
gathering together of the little to make 
possible the big. And since it is the bank 
more than any other institution that 
handles and deals in credit, then the bank 
must be large that large blocks of credit 
may issue. The trust company comes in 
to supplement the commercial bank and to 
perform that function of credit issue 
which is not proper to the commercial 
bank, and is better if not left entirely to 
the private banks. 

Abuses Creep In Naturally 

That there is abuse all will admit. But 
the abuse is not because of the system 
which is wholly at the mercy of the people, 
but owing to the abuse of power in the 
hands of individuals. There are men who 
will use power for the mere gratification 
of tyrannizing over their fellows. There 
are men actuated more by ambition to 
succeed than to serve. There are men who 
have not honor or honesty, and there are 
men in high places and wielding great 
power who are incompetent. But if it is 
true and no one can dispute it successfully 
that the seat of power is in the capacities 
of the people and in the soils and climates 
of the valley, then, there can never be a 
eredit-money trust or any other kind of 
a financial trust in the United States, that 
can persist by the abuse of power. The 
man be he the humble toiler or the great- 
est industrial king is amenable to these 
underlying natural laws, and he fails in 
the end if he does not obey them. He may 
by the temporary abuse of his power seem 
to control against the interests of the 
people, but even while he is so doing he 
is sowing the seeds of his downfall. 

Success, the Individual Ideal 

One thing which enters into these con- 
siderations we have not mentioned, and 
this is the social state. While there is 
a limitation and a guidance in continents 
and the intellect of races, there is also a 
contributing factor in the sentiments of 
a people. There is an ideal of all the 
people, and this affects every laborer in 
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the land. The ideal seems to be with us 
too much individual wealth and not col- 
lective service. We must have individual- 
ism: Altruism would be a poor thing if 
the man had nothing which he could sacri- 
fice for the good of another. And social- 
ism is impossible save it end in the slavery 
of the man. But erected in the mind and 
heart of a people there is an ideal, a sen- 
timent, a desire, which is universal. Does 
it seem that with us it is success and not 
service? If so it is not a matter that 
legislative act will eradicate. Rather it 
lies in that education of the heart that 
may come through a profounder philosophy 
of living reached through reason or 
through religion or through both. It is 
this that leads so often to the abuse of 
power. It is a common phrase to say 
money-mad. And the gaining of wealth 
rather than its rightful use is too much in 
the general mind. 


Tendency Toward Benevolence 


But even here there never was such a 
time of thought and investigation in the 
history of the world. There was never 
such a time of benevolences. There was 
never such a studying of the means of 
subsistence and the ends of right living. 
So that the leaven here at work will surely 
prevent in an enlightened body of business 
men any very great further concentration 
of spirit to getting wealth for wealth’s 
sake. Meantime it is right that we study 
abuses and that we try to find if we can 
the great underlying causes. The process 
of evolution going on will indicate to us 
the direction in which we are going and 
the uses to which we are putting our 
opportunities. 

Government; Politics; and Development 

We have to consider briefly the power of 
government to control progress. Investi- 
gations that do nof disclose the natural 
causes and conditions of development, will 
be of little use. But the very investiga- 
tion is destructive of that confidence which 
in its larger aspect is necessary to business 
prosperity. For it is in the nature of 
government that it has nothing to do with 
industrial development. Have we not out- 
lived the idea that it is necessary to foster 
development and industrial domestic trade 
by legislative action? If the so-called 
progressive movement in both the old par- 
ties is not witness to the fact, what does it 













mean? Take the tariff, and do the pro- 
gressives in either party longer believe that 
it is necessary to our best interests as a 
trading nation? And why? Because at 
last it is seen that while governmental law 
may interfere and impede, it must inter- 
fere and impede wherever it is enacted, 
since the basis of all industrial equilibrium 
depends upon a free exchange of products 
and services. 


Where Politics Is Powerless 

There is no power in politics to do more 
than fit a theory to conditions. If it fails 
in this it brings unrest with conditions and 
means employed without offering a 
remedy. Enough has been said in this 
article to show what are the causes of 
progress and development. If now there 
is a means within government that will 
aid, it must be in laws that follow the 
natural laws. If they follow the natural 
laws they are not needed. If they do not 
they are incompetent. In either case 
there is no power in government to con- 
trol. Government with us is based on the 
right of ownership to all the products of 
labor. There is but one other solution and 
that is right about face and into the camp 
of the socialist and state ownership of all 
the utilities, and industries. 


Rights Guaranteed by Government 


Our government is based on the right to 
achieve in trade and it guarantees the 
right of ownership and operation. It will 
be said of the latter that it is operation 
so long only as it does not interfere with 
the rights of others. But it means if it 
means anything, the individualism which 
operates when and where the natural laws 
will permit, and that collectivism which 
gives the immaterial product to the masses 
in institutions and means of advancement. 
The collectivism in spiritual things, the 
things that grow out of the exercise of 
material domination and which inure to 
the good of all, whether the worker and 
owner wills it so or not, we have in a 
larger degree than any other people per- 
haps, because we have a higher ideal for 
the masses of the people than any other. 
We believe in the chance of every man. 
Without the control of that which his 
labor and his thought give him there can 
be no such thing. And with the ideals of 
democracy for our government, the man 
has a better chance here with an indi- 
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vidualistic regime than he has with the 
monarchial governments of the old world. 


Why the Government Interferes 

It was this sort of liberty that was 
written into the constitution in the words 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
We cannot escape the material. We work 
to live. Commerce must precede culture. 
And it is for this reason that our govern- 
ment in its very nature is inimical to the 
control of commerce, of credit, and of 
money. These are indisputable facts of 
our autonomy. And whenever we investi- 
gate with reference to some form of our 
industrial development or business prog- 
ress we are trying to apply a power which 
in itself guarantees the very liberty which 
we seek to control. It is antagonistic to 
our form of government that there shall be 
this sought for control. 

Politics a Means to an End 

If there is any virtue in politics at all, 
it is as a means to the end of good govern- 
ment in the light of the meaning of our 
constitution. Government was not insti- 
tuted among men to control trade. It is 
powerless in the nature of commerce to do 
so. And every step that politics takes 
looking to that end is an interference. It 
is time that we looked at the matter as it 
is and not as it is said to be by a lot of 
theorists who are not in business. When 
business of any class comes to govern- 
ment and asks for an_ investigation 
it will be time to begin. But so long as 
investigations are started by those who 
know not business, but live by presenting 
theories to the masses who have not time 
to investigate them, just so long there will 
be interference and loss of confidence, with 
industrial stagnation. 


Where Legislation Falls Short 

There is no virtue in the methods that 
laws and their administrators pursue. 
Take the matter of trusts. A few years 
ago it was hammer, hammer the railroad 
combinations until they were forced to 
issue short time notes to keep afloat, and 
even now cannot finance with ease large 
blocks of legitimate bonds. Then it came 
about that the Sherman law must begin 
its operations against the industrial 
trusts, and the result is the dissolution of 
a few of the larger ones, with the business 
going on just the same, as far as the busi- 
ness and the people are concerned, under 
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other corporate forms, and with the pres- 
ent haphazard driving of the law at a few 
of the larger corporations while scores and 
hundreds of lesser ones, just as culpable 
within the meaning of that statute, are 
trembling in their boots and laying low 
for fear they will be next attacked. 


Where Politics and Business Will Not Mix 

Now it is proposed to mix into the bank- 
ing business, and see if it cannot be dis- 
closed, in the face of the analysis we have 
made and in the face of the facts, that 
there are a few men who can control the 
credit power of ninety millions of free men 
engaged in making a living in the richest 
valley on the globe. If it were not rep- 
rehensible and dangerous it would be 
silly and absurd. Politics has nothing at 
all to do with business proper. It has 
much to do with the business end of an 
economical government that will not tax 
the people into slavery for the purpose of 
paying pensions and providing useless war- 
ships in time of peace. It can no more 
control trade than it can make over the 
constitution of the earth and the nature 
of man. 

Every time politics invades this field of 
production and distribution it either fails 
or frames a law that is inimical to free 
development and free trade. There is no 
power in politics to do more than affect 
the form of our government, and no power 
in that government to do more than guar- 
anty the rights of property and the free- 
dom of initiative to every man who must 
by a divine law earn his bread in the 
sweat of his face. Therefore all investi- 
gations by political fathering are harm- 
ful. But when the nature of credit is un- 
derstood and the sensitiveness of con- 
fidence is understood any investigation of 
that which is supposed to exist in the 
banking of the country, but does not, must 
strike at the very heart of all resumption 
and prosperity, since it strikes at the 
heart of that great possession, individual 
and corporate credit which is the vitality 
of all business. 

Where Lies the Better Way 

Development lies in the unwearied 
search of the. intellect for a better way. 
Its law is a natural one, the doing of some- 
thing in industry that will inure to the 
good of the individual through the crea- 
tion of exchangeable value. Man does not 
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work for self alone. He cannot accu- 
mulate save it benefits others. And the 
best that can be hoped for for the human 
race is that he will grow in spiritual in- 
sight through material power. 


Evils of Popular Clamor for Control 


There are false assumptions in the pro- 
posed investigation of the money trust. 
There is no such thing. This is apparent 
to any one who will analyze as we have 
attempted to do the relation of money and 
credit to industry and the nature of our 
banking system itself. But when there is 
a supposed evil which men are told exists 
and which they cannot see, they lose heart 
in their own endeavors. They believe, 
with that subtle inclination of the de- 
feated, that it is some power outside of 
self that is the cause of their misfortunes. 
They are told to look at the very rich. 
But if they are told that the very rich own 
but a small part of the real industrial 
power of land and people, they do not in- 
vestigate. The inquiries by bodies that 
have no authority can produce nothing but 
confusion. The banks of the country sub- 
mit loyally to inspection, to regulations of 
interest albeit this is in every instance at 
the expense of the needs of localities, and 
they stand ready to bow to the will of the 
depositors who own them. 

Yet it is seriously proposed that there 
shall be an investigation of the so-called 
money-trust which must involve!necessarily 
the banks. Why investigate that which 
is investigated already by state and na- 
tion? Why talk of unholy combination 
while the law is already that there shall 
be no ownership of stock in other banks by 
larger ones, no concentration possible as 
long as there is free banking, as we have 
shown. Yet it is a part of the game of 
politics that must be played on the eve of 
an election and as the elections come every 
two years we are never free from this sort 
of interference. Is it not time to stop in- 
vestigating? Is it not time to stop muddy- 
ing the stream? Is it not time to let 
business feel secure enough to use the 
banks for the benefits they might confer? 

It is because money and credit are so 
vital to the bank that the banking system 
must needs respond to the first appearance 
of a diminution of confidence. It is be- 
cause the business of the country cannot 
get along without the banks, that this last 











move is inimical to business itself. We 
have been through many campaigns on the 
money question. There was that vague in- 
definite charge of a trust before. But it 
has never materialized. If we get branch 
banking, or if there is to be created a great 
central reserve institution, then there may 
be talk of undue concentration of power. 
But these are both far off. 
Bank Reform Should be Studied 

The central bank scheme, with its pro- 
posal for a great gold reserve is in itself a 
concentration that ought to be carefully 
studied by the masses. As long as the 
small bank is free to exercise its inherent 
right to borrow or rediscount when and 
where it will, and as long as the demands 
of banking supply this want according to 
natural laws there is nothing to fear. But 
when it is made harder for the small bank 
to maintain itself, then it is time to look 
out for the credit of the country.’ But 
only harm can come by making the unin- 
formed believe there is a money trust. 
Money is the least factor in the equation. 
And credit is free by its very nature or it 
is not credit, it is not trust in another, it 
is not helpfulness through capitalistic 
power, it is not confidence, a confidence 
which extends throughout the whole realm 
of business, and without which enterprise 
languishes and dies. 

Let us try to educate the people along 
right lines rather than appeal to their pas- 
sions and prejudices. To even order an in- 
vestigation is wrong because there ought 
first to be something to investigate. The 
bankers of the country know there is no 
money trust, and why not take their judg- 
ment ? 

Natural Law of Financial Equilibrium 


Money should be free to flow where it 
will. The province is purely ministerial on 
the part of the government. We have the 
free coinage of gold. We have the. gold 
standard. We have a limited amount of 
legal tender paper money. We have the 
right of the bank to issue, a right that 
ought to be extended. And we have the 
clearinghouse to supplement the work of 
the banks and to make money in time of 
stress. And it is this money that ought 
to be our salvation. In the late unpleas- 
antness of 1907 the clearinghouses of the 
country, finding in the sttess of necessity 
their true power to aid, converted the se- 
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curities of the banks into a currency that 
served well the purpose. 

Few know the ramifications that this 
currency took. In the South, especially, 
it was the creation of associated banks 
where even a clearinghouse did not exist, 
and did well its work. The volume of this 
sort of money was greater than ever be- 
fore in the history of clearinghouses. And 
it sprang into being overnight. It may do 
so again, and if legalized may be the solu- 
tion of the vexed problem of currency re- 
form. But leaving this for another dis- 
cussion in another place, let us believe that 
there is in the bank a power to serve the 
people through credit and credit issues that 
will go far toward a complete solution if 
it is but given free reign, held in check, 
not by a principle which is antagonistic, 
but by a common practice that is for the 
common good. 


Freedom of Issue Along Right Lines 

If credit can be free to issue in this 
form and in loans and in those bonds and 
stocks which denote enterprise and prog- 
ress and which are the peculiar property 
of some kinds of banking institutions the 
natural equilibrium of trade will follow as 
a matter of course. For trade and credit 
are correlative. 


Requirements of Legitimate Trade 

The equilibrium of one is the equilibrium 
of the other. Given a free issuance of 
credit to meet the demands of legitimate 
trade and there will be all the elements of 
prosperity that belong to any nation. But 
given one without the other and there is 
interference and turmoil. If there is a 
greater demand than credit can supply then 
there is unrest. If there is greater credit 
than can be used there is talk of idle cap- 
ital and hard times. But let the law of 
interdependence proceed without factitious 
interference and there is proper use for all 
the talents of man, and a sincere develop- 
ment of our latent utilities and resources. 

Money Will Go Where Most Needed 

The property of money is to go where it 
is most needed. It is a fact that it ought 
to have only a market price. The fact 
that the laws of interest are observed is 
that the laws of trade make it impossible 
to loan money at a higher rate than the 
legislative permission. This is all. There 
is little good in making the price of money, 
as little as there is in trying to make the 
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price of products. And when the credit 
power of one section, and this is not the 
money power save as money and credit 
are one, can flow freely to the section 
where it is needed the processes of exchange 
are facilitated and the surplus of one sec- 
tion is given for that of another at a rea- 
sonable estimate or equalization of values 
and both sections are benefited. 


Indicates a Lack of Confidence 


But make the people believe they cannot 
trade because some far off locality holds 
all the means of exchange, either coin or 
credit, and there is apathy and dissatisfac- 
tion, and soon real lack of business. Be- 
cause it is confidence in the momentum of 
trade that is the best confidence, belief 
that things will go on in pretty much the 
same way they have been going on. Hesi- 
tation and doubt are fatal to trade. 


Restoration of Confidence Helps Business 

Is there a money trust? Are there a few 
men who control the issues of credit, the 
amount of money, its distribution, and the 
consequent trade dependent thereon? 
How foolish it is to believe that there are 
a few men in the great city of New York 
who actually control the wants and needs 
of ninety millions of people, or if you will 
put it as it is, the vast trade and industry 
that alone can supply these wants and 
needs. Is there nothing in the ownership 
of the soil by the countless farmers, the 
ownership of the stocks of manufactured 
goods by the countless merchants, the toil 
of endless numbers of laboring men, and 
the priceless heritages of endowed institu- 
tions, and of ideas as endowments, that 
these people have? Oh, but controlling the 
money of the people they control all! 
How very silly it is to give to money, 
which is a mere expedient of trade, such 
unlimited power. If it has little power 
save it circulate, and little power in cir- 
culation save it buy and sell, then what is 
money, that it should be the object of any 
trust ? 


Credit Would Thwart a Money Corner 


The man who would corner money would 
find that for a short time it would perhaps 
command a fabulous price in goods for 
which it would exchange. But soon there 
would be the expedient of credit come to 
its aid and to the aid of those who need 
and money would sink into insignificance. 
Money is not worth cornering in this coun- 
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try or any other. Credit cannot be cor- 
nered, because it cannot issue until there is 
need of it, and when it issues in response 
to need it must issue where the need is 
and cannot therefore be cornered at all. 
The banks may refuse a line of loans, oh 
yes, they may do this. They may if they 
will, for any reason good or bad, refuse a 
single applicant. But when they refuse to 
supply the general demand they cut their 
own throats and this they are hardly likely 
to do. But all this vast workshop of en- 
deavor we are so proud of as a nation, is 
it possible that even the credit that is 
needed here is in the hands of the banks? 
Why it is almost idle to ask the question. 
For throughout the whole fabric of trade 
it is men loaning to one another, men 
helping one another through the extension 
of their own individual credit that is mak- 
ing things go. And it will always be so. 


Credit, the Country’s Mainstay 


This volume of credit compared with 
that which emanates from the bank is as a 
mountain to a molehill, There is no power 
on the earth that will ever corner or mo- 
nopolize this credit. It is the mainstay of 
all business and it will ever be an aid to 
man. We come back then to our first 
proposition that credit is that confidence in 
the ability and inclination of man to pay 
back, that is given and granted by the man 
who has sympathy for his fellowman. 
Here is a means of equilibrium that will 
ever be fruitful, and which will never dis- 
appear from the minds and hearts of men. 
The banks are but helping institutions. 
So are the trust companies and the clear- 
inghouses. And they can act only because 
man trusts his fellowman. And as a con- 
sequence of this whenever they are pre- 
vented from acting as the helpers of men 
in their endeavors, by so much they tend 
to make the man distrustful of his fellows, 
and this being the condition there is less of 
business, less of happiness. 

What will give us business renewal is to 
realize the truths which we have tried to 
enunciate in this article, and realizing to 
act on them, letting politics go hang. 
There is no way by which we can help our- 
selves through these interferences. Re- 
move them and let the natural laws come 
into play, and there is a divine order in 
the march of man that will carry us to yet 
greater heights in commerce and cuiture. 
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The voluntary work of the Illinois Bank- 
ers’ Association in behalf of vocational ed- 
ucation and more especially with a view 
of bringing about better farming methods, 
better agriculture and more efficient citi- 
zenship is attracting attention throughout 
the country. Minnesota was one of the 
pioneers in this work and several other 
state associations have taken it up. B. F. 
Harris, President of the Illinois Bankers’ 
Association is exceedingly active in bring- 
ing about the campaign of Illinois. He 
was formerly chairman of the committee 
on vocational education and since his elec- 
tion to the presidency he has kept up the 
work. He has been asked to speak of the 
work in this state before several state 
bankers’ conventions and has accepted the 
invitation of the Kansas Bankers who meet 
in May and of the Iowa and Pennsylvania 
bankers who hold their conventions in 
June. In a letter President Harris rather 
clearly states the policy and chief effort of 
the organization to enter the field of pub- 
lic service. He says the association, which 
is one of the strongest of voluntary organ- 
izations, feels that it owes a public duty, 
“and therefore should, as must we all, 
justify its existence by proper use of its 
talents.’ This is certainly a worthy ef- 
fort in a great cause and might well be 
emulated by the Missouri Bankers’ associa- 
tion; for what is good for one state is cer- 
tainly good for an adjacent state. In ac- 
cordance with this idea the Illinois associa- 
tion is sending out circulars and literature 
bearing on public matters of interest that 
touch on similar conditions as they exist 
in Missouri, and is along the following 
lines: (1) To secure better agricultural 
or farming methods, they are distributing 
suggestive and definite information on the 
subject, including boys’ corn clubs, soil 
saving and lease clauses. They have pre- 
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sented to congress the first field demonstra- 
tion bill, which is quite certain to result in 
satisfactory legislation in that line and 
which covers the nation as well as their 
state. They were instrumental in calling 
the meetings of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation, which adopted the resolution 
providing for a committee on agriculture. 

(2) To secure agricultural instruction in 
all the country schools of their state, they 
have invited a number of prominent edu- 
cators to meet with them to draft a bill 
to be presented to their state legislature. 
(3) To secure better roads in their state, 
they have collected important data and 
the first real sentiment as to how the peo- 
ple of their state feel by getting answers 
to 20 questions they have asked the citi- 
zenship of the state through their 1,700 
banking houses. The answers indicate a 
most progressive spirit, abreast of the 
times, and advocating the better methods 
of road improvement. In this they have 
enlisted the support and co-operation of 
the Federation of Commercial Clubs and 
hope to secure action from their state leg- 
islature in the direction of better road 
laws. Missouri has a similar organization 
of commercial clubs, who are working hard 
for the same causes in this state and 
would be glad to co-operate with any 
movement the Missouri Bankers’ associa- 
tion might feel disposed to take up along 
this line. 

(4) To secure a better banking law, 
bringing all banks in the state under su- 
pervision, they have met with very encour- 
aging response, (5) They have suggested 
and made public the desirability of adopt- 
ing in their state, some such legislation as 
the “blue sky” law enacted in Kansas. 
This is to save innocent investors from 
purchasing valueless securities, by bring- 
ing certain security-selling concerns under 
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the supervision of the state banking de- 
partment. (6) They hope by publicity, to 
further inculcate among their citizens the 
desirability and necessity for habits of 
thrift and saving and sane investments. 
The first three of the above propositions 
have been unanimously endorsed, the others 
have only recently been introduced. The 
accomplishment of any of these proposi- 
tions or all, will prove of immeasurable 
benefit to their state and certainly a like 
movement by a similar organization would 
bring the same results to Missouri. 

The Illinois association under the lead- 
ership of its president, B. F. Harris, is 
making unusual progress, because it is 
right and public sentiment to a wonderful 
extent approves and stands behind it. He 
closes his letter by saying, “perhaps our 
greatest accomplishment lies in the fact 
that the association itself is being awak- 
ened to its responsibilities and its wonder- 
ful opportunities for usefulness, for it is 
responding magnificently.” 


The Michigan Bankers’ Association will 
hold its 26th annual convention at Kala- 
mazoo on June 11, 12, and 13. Efforts 
have been made to attract a large attend- 
ance and an interesting program has been 
arranged. The feature of vocational edu- 
cation and agricultural developments and 
the American Institute of Banking study 
course will be thoroughly discussed. These 
banking conventions are devoting more and 
more attention to bringing about a closer 
relation between the banker and _ the 
farmer. They are also devoting more at- 
tention to the education of the bank clerk. 

C. J. Monroe of Kalamazoo is president, 
B. F. David, president of the City National 
Bank of Lansing, and George E. Lawson, 
vice-president of the Peoples State Bank 
of Detroit are vice-presidents and H. M. 
Brown of Detroit is secretary. 

Albert N. Smith, an employee of the 
Merchants National Bank of Baltimore, 
Md., was awarded a prize in a contest un- 
der the direction of the Baltimore Chapter 
of the American Institute of Banking on 
his paper entitled “The Practical Way for 
Baltimore Banking Institutions to Handle 
the Question of Exchange.” While the 
treatment of the subject is local the ques- 
tion of handling exchange has a broader 
significance and hence it may be of inter- 
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est to reproduce the paper 
which is as follows: 


“The Exchange Question is one which 


mentioned, 


under present conditions causes more 
trouble between the banks of Baltimore 
and their depositors than all other causes 
combined. It is not the matter of paying 
exchange which the average depositor com- 
plains of, but it is discrimination made 
between old and new depositors in this re- 
spect, which causes the trouble. 


“It is customary to encourage new busi- 
ness but the present clearing house regu- 
lations in regard to charging exchange on 
accounts opened since February 1, 1897, 
has an opposite effect. Coming in close 
personal contact with this problem every 
day and giving it considerable thought and 
some study, I can only see, under present 
conditions, one fair and equitable solution 
of it, to wit: 

“First—Make a complete revision of the 
present tariff rates in accordance with the 
existing conditions; make rates consistent 
with the actual cost of collection, based on 
the time consumed and the indirect cost or 
exchange. Where possible collect at par. 

“Revision is needed, conditions have 
changed since the present clearing house 
tariff became effective almost fifteen years 
ago. Some points are rated at identically 
the same exchange charge which are made 
to the depository bank by the collecting bank, 
remitting weekly; other points are rated par 
which actually cost more to handle than 
some points rated with exchange. 

“Second—Charge every depositor, whether 
an individual corporation trust company or 
bank doing business¥withinj{the limits of 
Baltimore City on all items’ over ten dollars. 

“This may seem drastic but it is time for 
action and any action of worth on this 
question must be drastic to be effective. 
Under these regulations every depositor 
will be in position to know that they are 
receiving identically the same treatment 
and all suspicion of discrimination will be 
removed. 

“Third—In the handling of items of 
Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) or over 
make one-half or a special rate only when 
said rate can be made to at least cover 
actual cost. 

“Under the present regulations the de- 
positor usually claims the half rate re- 
gardless of cost to his bank and is often

offended if this rate is not given voluntarily. 

“Fourth.—Charge the cost of expressage 
or registry and insurance in the handling 
of coupons, bonds and documents requiring 
this special attention. Make it optional 
with the banks in respect to charging ex- 
penses on business of this character 
amounting to five hundred dollars ($500) 
or less. 

“Fifth—Permit the banks, as_ hereto- 
fore, diseretionary power in regard to the 
handling of out of town accounts. 

“With the ever increasing bulk of out of 
town checks and the terrible rate at which 
the cost of collecting them is growing, it 
seems about time that the burden should 
be put where it belongs, on the drawer 
through the depositor. The merchant in 
figuring out his price to the buyer will 
have to take exchange cost into considera- 
tion and include it in his expense of doing 
business. With the exchange account at 
least taking care of itself in regard to in- 
dividual accounts, it would be an easy 
matter to arrive at an account’s actual 
worth to its bank. Under the present sys- 
tem it is necessary to analyze an account 
for a period of time before its status can 
be discovered and where a loss exists it is 
usually the bank which has to suffer. 

“With the heavy increase in interest 
paid on balances by the Baltimore banks 
this plan seems to be the most logical 
means to offset this increase. A certain 
amount of business will probably go to the 
trust companies and out of town institu- 
tions. Possibly some additional interest 
will have to be paid but the advantages to 
be derived are so far in excess of the draw- 
backs that the latter can hardly be con- 
sidered. Are the banks of Baltimore doing 
business for pleasure and large figures or 
for profit??? 

The nineteenth annual convention of the 
New York State Bankers’ Association will 
be held at Buffalo, June 13 and 14. Head- 
quarters will be established at the Lafay- 
ette hotel. 

On Thursday morning, June 13, George 
M. Reynolds, president of the Continental 
& Commercial National Bank of Chicago, 
will address the convention. After lunch- 
eon delegates and guests will take a trip 
on Lake Erie by specially chartered 
steamer. The annual banquet will be held 
in the evening, and the speakers on this 


occasion will be the Rev. Dr. V. V. Ray- 
mond, Arthur Brisbane, Rev. George Caleb 
Moor, George M. Reynolds, and Sir Ed- 
mund Walker. 

On Friday morning, Sir Edmund Walker, 
president of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, and George E. Allen, educational di- 
rector of the American Institute of Bank- 
ing, will address the convention. In the 
afternoon a trip has been arranged to Niag- 
ara Falls by the gorge route, to be followed 
by dinner and reception at the falls. 

The courtesy of the following clubs has 
been extended to delegates and guests dur- 
ing their stay in the city: The Buffalo 
Club, Saturn Club, University Club, Coun- 
try Club and the Park Club. The golf links 
and tennis courts of the Country and Park 
Clubs will also be at their disposal. 

Besides the Lafayette hotel, accommoda- 
tions may be had at the Iroquois hotel or 
the Hotel Statler. The committee suggests 
the advisability of securing accommoda- 
tions in advance by application direct to 
the hotels. 

The usual reduction to a rate of a fare 
and three-fifths has been secured under 
Trunk Line Association rules to Buffalo. 

The Philadelphia Creditman contains an 
article by John C. Frankland, president of 
the Philadelphia Chapter of the American 
Institute of Banking on the credit men’s 
interest in monetary reform. Mr. Frank- 
land deals with the subject in a broad way, 
pointing out some of the difficulties that 
confront the adoption of the Monetary 
Commission’s bill and urging those interested 
in credits to give the subject careful study. 

The Washington Bankers’ Association 
has announced a list of rules governing 
the prize essay contest in which bank 
clerks in that state are invited by the asso- 
ciation to compete. The subject of the 
essay is the Bank and the Farmer; their 
mutual relationship under the pending ed- 
ucational movement. The essay is re- 
stricted to 1,500 words in length and a 
committee appointed by the officers of the 
Washington Bankers’ Association will pass 
upon the merits of the papers submitted. 

A similar contest under the same rules 
has been opened to the students in the Uni- 
versity of Washington at Seattle, the 
State College at Pullman and Whitman 
College at Walla Walla.

Pierre S. Du Pont, treasurer of the E. I. 
Du Pont de Nemours Powder Company, has 
been made a director of the Philadelphia 
National Bank at Philadelphia. Mr. Du 
Pont’s great grandfather who was the 
founder of the powder concern opened an 


account with this bank more than a cen-— 


tury ago. 


The consolidation of the State Bank of 
Utah and the Utah National Bank at Salt 
Lake has been brought about and the com- 
bined institution will be operated under 
the name of the Utah State National Bank 
with a capital of $600,000. The new in- 
stitution will have about four and one-half 
million dollars deposits. 


An error was made in compiling the 
“cash and due from banks” for the Modesto 
Bank of Modesto, California, for the Jan- 
uary 1912 Edition of the Bankers’ Direc- 
tory. These figures should be $200,000 not 
$20,000. The Modesto Bank has the larg- 
est capital and is the oldest bank in 
Modesto, 

Otis Everett, formerly vice-president of 
the Industrial Trust Company of Provi- 
dence, R. I., has been made credit manager 
of the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York. He was 10 years with the Industrial 
Trust Company and previous to that time 
was associated with the Third National 
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Bank of New York for a decade. He was 
born in Boston and is a Harvard graduate. 





The People’s State Bank of Detroit, 
Mich., has issued a very neat little booklet 
showing the statements of the various 
banks of Detroit, The People’s State 
Bank shows total deposits of nearly $35,- 
000,000 compared with $25,447,523 on Feb. 
14, 1908. The capital stock of this bank 
is $1,500,000 with an equal amount in sur- 
plus and $523,628 in undivided profits. 

The officers of the Austin National 
Bank of Austin, Texas, are E. P. Wilmot, 
Pres., Wm. H. Folts, Vice Pres., J. W. 
Hoopes, Vice Pres., Morris Hirshfeld, 
Cashier, C. M. Bartholomew, Asst. Cashier. 
J. W. Hoopes is the Secretary of The Texas 
Bankers’ Association and is probably the 
best known banker in the State. There is 
no more active State Association than the 
Texas Association has been under the 
guidance of Mr. Hoopes. 


The Lowry National Bank of Atlanta, 
Ga., is making ¢éxtensive alterations and 
improvement in its banking quarters. The 
main banking room is being enlarged, the 
quarters are being fitted with white Italian 
marble counters, solid bronze grills and 
new metal furniture and fixtures. Colonel 
Robert J. Lowry is President of the Lowry 
National which has a capital of $1,000,000, 
surplus and profits of $1,193,000 and de- 
posits in excess of $5,000,000. 


San Francisco National banks show a 
healthy increase in deposits while all 
banks in the state show an increase from 
$351,121,000 to $372,384,000 in a year. The 
total deposits in Oakland, Calif., were $49,- 
313,000, in Los Angeles $158,502,000, in 
Seattle $74,382,000, in Portland $69,037,000, 
in Spokane $30,577,000 and at Tacoma 
$17,261,000. The total individual deposits 
in California are $390,373,000 and the total 
number of depositors 765,528 making the 
average deposits in the State $510. 


The Citizens Bank of Pine Bluff, Arkansas, 
is one of the fast growing banks in that 
section. The bank has just recently moved 
into its own six-story building, occupying 
quarters as handsome as those of any bank 
in the larger cities. Its lobby is of white 
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Italian marble with heavy bronze fixtures, 
and occupies a space of sixty feet front and 
one hundred feet deep. The bank is capital- 
ized at $300,000 and has a surplus and 
undivided profits of $107,000. John B. Speers 
is president and M. E. Bloom cashier of this 
rapidly growing institution. 


The Citizens State Bank of Loyal, Wis., 
after only two years of existence, shows 
total assets of over one hundred and eighty 
thousand dollars, has paid thirteen per cent 
in dividends to stockholders and has added 
six hundred dollars to surplus account, a 
good record for a young bank. The names 
of H. Haslett, cashier, and A. Davel, 
secretary, were incorrectly listed in the Jan. 
1912 issue of the Rand-McNally Bankers’ 
Directory as vice-president and cashier re- 
spectively. Subscribers are requested to note 
the change. 


The West Side Trust & Savings Bank, 
located at 1201 S. Halsted Street, Chicago, 
is an example of what can be done by ac- 
tive officers and directors in building up a 
large and prosperous bank outside of the 
downtown business district. Organized in 
1905, this bank shows resources of four and 
a half million dollars. Through a com- 
positor’s error, this bank was shown as a 
private bank in the January 1912 edition 
of the Rand McNally Bankers’ Directory. 
It is a State bank and carries on its books 
a large number of reserve accounts of other 
State banks in Illinois and elsewhere. 


The Citizens’ National Bank of Macon, 
Ga., recently celebrated its 4th anniversary 
and its officers may feel justly proud of its 
record. The bank has grown from an in- 
stitution with a capital of $182,550 and a 
surplus of $487 to one with a capital of 
$250,006 and a surplus of nearly $63,000. 
The deposits according to the first state- 
ment were $165,608 and today are upwards 
of $1,284,524. Forty-five thousand dollars 
has been paid out in dividends. Eugene 
W. Stetson, who at the time of organiza- 
tion was cashier, is now president of the 
bank. 


The Bankers Trust Company of Houston, 
Tex., recently moved into its new beauti- 
fully equipped quarters in the Union Na- 














tional Bank building. This concern is the 
largest trust company in the south and the 
largest financial institution in Texas hav- 
ing a capital of $2,000,000 and surplus of 
$500,000 and undivided profits of $300,000. 
It is actively engaged in a general fidu- 
ciary business loaning on the best real es- 
tate and selling these loans on a coupon 
bond form on a 7 per cent basis. 


The Banco Nacional de Cuba has issued 
its 11th annual report and balance sheet 
showing a capital, surplus and undivided 
profits of $6,406,255. The total deposits 
aggregate $23,523,296 and the loans and 
discounts $17,717,735, while the cash items 
total $10,582,869. This is a gain of 
$19,343,301 in 10 years in deposits, $5,266,- 
467 in capital, surplus and _ undivided 
profits and of $16,246,651 in loans and 
discounts. Edmund G. Vaughan is Presi- 
dent, H. Olavarria, cashier, and W. H. 
Morales is Secretary. Mr. Morales is also 
vice-president of the Cuba Chapter of the 
American Institute of Banking. 


The Hillyer Trust Company of Atlanta, 
Ga., has been appointed registrar and 
transfer agent for the $15,000,000 of com- 
mon stock, $2,000,000 of first preferred and 
$10,000,000 of second preferred of the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company, 
making $27,000,000 in all. This is the 
largest piece of trust business ever put 
through in Georgia. Heretofore it has been 
the custom of southern corporations to 
select eastern institutions as their regis- 
trar and transfer agents and this action in 
selecting the Hillyer Trust Company in- 
dicates that the southern financial institu- 
tions are coming into their own. 


The directors of The First National 
Bank of Chicago have declared their reg- 
ular quarterly dividend of three per cent 
and a special dividend of one and one- 
quarter per cent which was paid March 30. 
The special dividend was in place of the 
usual disbursement on the stock of the 
First Trust and Savings Bank, on which 
no dividend was declared. The manage- 
ment of the combined institutions has de- 
cided to discontinue dividends on the stock 
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of the trust company, at least temporarily, 
for the purpose of strengthening the re- 
serve, making up for this by paying extra 
dividends out of the earnings of the na- 
tional bank, sufficient to bring the total 
disbursements up to seventeen per cent. 


More than six and one half times its 
present capital of one hundred thousand 
dollars has been paid to its stockholders by 
the National Bank of Cynthiana, Cynth- 
iana, Kentucky, since its organization in 
1857. The total net profits in that time 
have been over $700,000.00. This is indeed 
a remarkable record for a bank in a town 
of 6,000 population. The surplus and 
profits of the bank are $49,000, not $9,000.- 
00 as reported in the January edition of 
the Rand McNally Bankers’ Directory. 
William Addams is President and John M. 
Cromwell, Cashier of this prosperous bank. 
The bank was nationalized in 1871 and is 
one of the oldest banks in Central 
Kentucky. 


According to reports recently emanating 
from Washington the Treasury Department 
has decided that there is no law restrict- 
ing the use of the term “United States 
depositary” to the national banks named 
by the Secretary as depositaries of public 
money. This it is announced, leaves na- 
tional or State banks or trust companies 
in which the trustees of the postal savings 
system deposit the postal savings funds, or 
national banks holding certain Indian funds 
for the Secretary of the Interior, free to 
adopt the title. In this ruling, it is stated, 
the way is opened for the first time in the 
history of the Government for State banks 
and trust companies to become United 
States depositaries. According to the view 
of the Treasury Department, any financial 
institution in America, State or national, 
holding postal savings deposits or other 
Government funds, many assume that title 
without legal impediment, even though the 
designation is not officially conferred by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Only about 1,400 
of the 7,300 national banks are officially 
designated as “United States depositaries.” 
There are 14,000 State banks and trust 
companies none of which up to the time 
of this announcement was known as deposi- 
taries of the Federal Government.
